The firſt night his Lordſhip lay at Capt- 
Cheek's, the then Lieutenant of the Tower;

and Thomas Ruſſel; one to ſtand at my 
Lord's Chamber-door, or in his Chamber 
and the other at the Stairs-foot ; and thus 
by turns. Paul Bomeny, my Lord's Ser- 
vant, was permitted to be with his Lord- 
ſhip. At Major Hawley's my Lord lay VW:g-

That my Lord of Eſſex called for 
a Penknife to pare his Nails; but the 
Penknife not being ready, his Lordſhip 
required a Razor, which was delivered 
him ; with which Razor his Lordſhip 
retired to his Cloſet , and locked him- 
ſelf in: But ſoon after , the Cloſet- 


| door being opened, my Lord was found 


with his Throat cat through both 7:- 
gular and Arteries, to the Neck: bone, 
and the Razor ( as before delivered) Iy- 
ing by him. 


Theſe Informations taken by the Co- 
roner were publiſhed the next Manday 
after my Lord's Death; and I the 16th 
of July buying one of theſe, that very 
Morning (with one Mr. William Hatſel 
went to Minſtead, to the Houſe of one 
Mr. John Evans, (then an Officer of the 
Cuſtom-Houſe). Upon reading the laſt 
part of Bomeny's Information, which de- 
poſed , That when they opened wy Lord's 
Cloſet-door , they found his Lordftip on the 
ground, with his Throat cut, AND THE 


R AZOR BY HIM; Mr. Evans de-. 


clared , That could nor be true; for 
Friday morning about Ten of the Clock, 
being upon the Cuſtom-houſe-Key with 
one Mr. Edwards , the ſaid Mr. Edwards 
told him ( with ſeveral others), © That 
« his Son being in the Tower that morn- 
© ing, juſt before the Death of the Earl 
&« of Eſſex was known, he was ſtanding 
© juſt over-againſt the Earl's Chamber- 
« window , and ſaw a bloody Razor 
« thrown out of that Window ; which 
© he went to take up ; but a Maid came 
©* out of Captain Hawley's Houle , and 
© teok it, and forthwith ran with it 
«*:nto my Lord's Ledgings, and up 
* Stairs 1mmeduately, ſeveral times cry- 
« ivg out Myrther + and then coming 


* down, pretended the Earl of £/tx had 
* cut his Throat. 


Upon hearing Mr. Evans pive this 
Relation , IT declared, If this was true, 
what was ſworn before the Coroner muſt 
be falſe ; and I did not believe they had _ 
ſworn falſe for nothing ; but muſt con- 
clude my Lord was murdered. Hereup- 
on I did defire the ſaid Mr. Evans to ins. 
form me where this Mr. Edwards lived ; 
for I proteſted, I would enquire into the 
matter. Mr. Evans then told me, Mr. 
Edwards lived un Mark-lans, by the 
Tower. = 

When IT came to Town that Afﬀrer- 
noon , about Six of the Clock , 1 did 
forthwith acquaint ſeveral of my Friends 
with my Deſign of making immediate 
enquiry into the Truth of this Story ; 
which if I found reaſon to beli:ve, I 
thought it was proper to be taken up- 
on Oath before ſome Juſtice of Peace, 
in order to a further enquiry. By moſt 
of my Acquaintance I was diffwaded 
from 1t; they telling me, Thar if my 
Lord was indeed murdered, the Perſons - 
and Intereſt concer1ed in the Murther 
viere too Powerful for me to engage ; 
and therefore I muſt exp=& nothing bur. 
Ruine by medling in the matter. To ' 


all which diffwaſions , T generally gave 


this Anſwer: Thar would do nothing 
herein, but what I could. juſtifie to God 
and a good Conſcience : And the threat- 


ned Ruine Idid not fear, or would there- 


by be deterred ; for if my Lord was in- 
deed barbarouſly murdered , the ſame © 
Principles and Practices that murdered 
him, Tgight take off many of thoſe Ho- | 
nourable Perfons ' they then had ; or 
ſhould take into Cuſtody, and pretend, 
as they did in this Caſe, That this was 
done by the Priſoners themſelves, to a- 
void an Infimous Execution : So thar 
God only knew in how many Mens 
Deſtruction ſuch treacherous prattices . 
mght determine. . But if thoſe bloody 

Mem 
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"Men ofice found, that ſuch their Neſign 
was ſuſpeRcd, and like to be detected, 1n 
«11 probabiliry , they would deſiſt from 
the like villanous Pra&tices; and ſeeing 
this would be more for the Intereſt of the 
Publick, than T conld poſſibly be either 
11 my Liberty, or otherwiſe, I was re- 
ſolved to Sacrifice that, and whatſoever 
elſe TI had, to the Service of my Coun- 
=_— . 

My Friends finding me thus reſolved 
to engage, they advited me at ſft to 1n- 
form my Lords Honourable Family here- 
with, and to obſerve ſuch Directions as 
from- them I ſhould receive; wherefore 
that very AMonaay Evening, I went to St. 
James's Square to my Lords Houſe, where 
I found Sir Henry Capel under great dil- 
order, by reaſon of that deplorable Acct- 
dent. IT did inform Sir Herry of what I 
- had heard, bur told him, That I had nor 
then ſpoken either with the Boy, or his 
Father, who (as I was informed) hved in 
Mark-Lane by the Tower ; and if Sir Henry 
_ thought fir, I would the next Morning 
G0 with any whom he ſhould appoint, 
to Diſcouſe the Father and Him ; Sir 
Henry thanked me for my Information, 
but ſaid he was then under ſuch a con- 
cern for ſo great a Misfortune , as had 
herein befaln his Family, that he hardly 
knew what he did or ſaid, &c. The 


_ next Morning I went to Mr. Eawaras, to 


whom, as ſoon as I had told the cauſe of 
my coming, the old Man ſeemed much 
ſurprized and concerned, and in Tears 
told me. he was Ruin'd ; to which I an- 
{wered, That I did ſuppoſe he was not 
ignorant what great things the Father of 
this Unfortunate Lord had done, and 
| Tuffered for His Majeſties Intereſt , and 
how this very Lord himſelf had been 
tighly in His Majeſties Favour, having 
been imployed in Places of the greateſt 
Honour and Truſt ; and therefore, it his 
Lordſhip fell by treacherous Hands, none 
(in reaſon) could be ſuppoſed ſo zealous 


for a Diſcovery, as His Majeſty would, 


who could prote#% him from whatſoever 
Danger might ſeem to threaten him ; be- 
ſides, if there were any Danger, 1] ſtood 
principally ſubject to it ; but the Danger 
I did not fear, conſidering of what Con- 
2quence this might prove, by being 1n- 
quired into ; at length Mr. Edwards gave 
me the fame Information ( in ſubſtance ) 
I had the day betore received from Mr. 
Evans. I then deſired to ſee his Son, who 
being then at Schoo], I could not ſpeak 
with him; but that Afﬀernoon about 
T wo of the Clock I went again, and was 
then told, That the Boy had denied all, 
which denial was occaſioned hy his Siſters 
telling him , He ſhould be Hang'd for what 
he had herein declared ; this the Siſter 
could not deny ; bur as ſoon as the Boy 
was called into the Parlour, where I with 
ſeveral others were, before I queſtioned 
him about it, I diſcourſed him concern- 
ing the danget of a Lye; and after I had 
ſolemnly enjoyned him to tell me the 
very Truth: The Boy then declared to 
me, as he did ar firſt to his Father and 
Siſters, and told me, That his Siſters Threats 
had frightned him into a Denial. Upon 
this, I took in Writing the Subſtance of 
what the Boy declared, and the next day 
drew it into a formal Information, which 


followerh: 


The Information of Wiliam Ed- 
wards , Second Son to Thomas 
Edwards , of the Pariſh of Alþal- 
lows Barkin , London, taken the 
18th day of.

His Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, 
were going to the Lower ; whereupon 
thi; T-fwmane lift his Brother , and 
w.i! i; the Tower to fee his Ma-

when this Informant had ſeen His Ma- 
jeſty , and His Royal Highneſs , this 
Informant about Nine of the Clock in 
_ the Morning of the ſame day, went to 
ſee my Lord Brandon Gerard's Lodg- 
ings, and as this Informant ws (tand- 
ing almoſt over-againſt my Lord Bran- 
don Gerard's Lodgings , between the 


Lord Gerard's, and the late Liwd »f 


 Effex's Lodgings, this Informant ſaw 
a Hind caft out a Bloody Razor out 


of the ſaid Earl of Eflex's Lodgings ; 


and this Informant ww going to take up 
the ſaid Razor , woich he ſaw on the 
Ground to be Bloody but before this 
Informant came to the Razor, there 
came a Maid running out of Captain 
Hawley's Hvuſe, where the ſaid Lord 
of Efſex Lodged, and took up the ſaid 
Razor, which She carried into the ſaid 
Captain Hawley's Huſe: And this 
Informant believes , that it was the 
ſaid Maid, whom he firſt heard cry out 
Mzarder : And this Informant further 
ſaith , That he heard the ſame Maid 
ſay to ſome which were about the Door, 
after the Murder was cried , That She 
did hear the ſaid Lord of Eſſex to 


Groan three times that Morning. 


The Information of Mrs. Edwards, 
Wife to Thomas Edwards. 


ww That about Ten of the Clock, 
in the Moraing , on Friday the 


13th of this Inſtant July , This Infor- 

mis youngeſt Son William Edwards, 
aged about Thirteen years , came trem- 
bling to this Tiformant , and in great 
Amazement and Horror , told this In- 


formant, That the Lord of Efſex bad 


Cut his Throat in the Tower; and 


further faid , That be the ſaid Willi- 


am Edwards in the Morning about 
Nine of the Clock, did ſee a Hand caſt 
out a Razor out of the ſaid Lord of 

Efſex's Lodging-window , which Ra- 
zor be ſaw on the Ground to be Bloody, 
and the ſaid Willam Edwards was 
going to take .u) the ſaid Razor, but 
before he cam? to it, there came a Maid 
running out of Capt, Hawiley's Howſe, 
woere the ſaid Earl of Eſlzx Lodged, 


and took, uh the Razor, which ſhe the 


ſaid Maid forthwith carried into the

And this Informant farther ſaith, That 
tre ſubſtance of what the ſaid William 
Edwards hath Sworn in bis Informa= 
tion, be the ſaid Williim Edwards 
on Friday laſt did declare to this In- 


formant, and ber whole Family, ſeveral 


times, atteſting it to be true, and ſeve= 
ral times ſince. 


This the Boy declared he was ready 
to atteſt; but finding ſeveral Juſtices of 
the Peace very ſhy, I thought it proper 
to carry theſe Informations to the Secre- 
tary. of. State, and: know his pleaſure 
therein ; accordingly , Thurſday the 18th 
of July, about Four of the Clock I delt- 
vered theſe Informations of the Boy _ |

his Mother , to whom the Boy had dif. 
cover d it, as ſoon as he came from the 
Tower. My Lord Sunderland ſeemed much 
ſurpriſed, and after ſome pauſe, told me, 
Thar I ſhould bring the Perſons (who 

were not then with me) the next Morn- 
ing, and if :t were proper , he would take 
zheir Depoſitions. — The next Morning 


about Nine or Ten of the Clock, IT went 


- with the Boy and his Siſter, (the Mother 
not being well) to whom the Boy had 
likewiſe, as ſoon as he came from the 
Tower , revealed what he had as before 
Teen. As ſoon as I came to the Secreta- 
Ties Office, I ſent his Lordſhip word, that 
according to his Lordlhips Order, I did 
attend. Immediately upon which ( be- 
fore my ſelf, or either of the Informants 
were examined ) Mr. 4tterbury the Mel- 
ſenger came to the Office, and took me 
into. Cuſtody; the only Inſtance where 
- NM {uch as came to give Information 
ore. . 
on the behalf of the King, were 
ſo treated before any Accuſition againſt 
them) and ſome ſhort time after, thus in 
Cuſtody, I was called in before the then 
King and Counc1]. 

The . firſt Queſtion ( tro my remem- 
brance) asked, was, What made me en- 
gage in that mater? To which Ianſwer- 
ed, That I was altogether unrelated to, 
and unacquainted with that Honourable 
Family ; fo thar there lay no more per- 
ſonal Obligation vpon ine firſt to move, 
than upon any Man whatever , who 
might have met with the hike Infor- 
mation; but it was my love to Truth 
and Juſtice fuſt ingaged me in it; and 
through the Grace of God , my Daty 
therein T would do , though death ſtared 
me in the face every 1tep I made. I can't 
bur here obſerve the carriage of the then 
Duke of rk, who with a concerned 
Countenance , leaning his Elbow upon 
the board , covered his Face with his 
Hand, upon which I &id immediately 
1magine, that ſomewhat within did more 
- trouble him, than al the trouble from 


without did me ; for though I food as 
the ſuppoſed Criminal, I had reaſon to 
gueſs ſomebody «ſe was the real one. 
I did then obſerve to His Majeſty the in- 
coherence and Contradiftions ſworn be- 
fore, the Coroner by Bomeny and Ruſſel, 
who were the Perſons that pretended to 
prove the Selt-murther before theCoroner; 
upon whuch his Highneſs called tor thoſe 
Informations , but ſaid nothing in an- 
ſwer ; His Majeſty then took them, and 
ſaid as little ; but the then Lord Keeper 
North having read them,went about to re- 


concile thoſe Incoherences and Contradi- 


cons; upon which I did obje& againſt 
what his Lordſhip ſaid, as inſufficient, 
and further urged the Objettions I had 
before made. His Lordſhip ſeemed very 
angry that I made thoſe Refletions; bur, 
with ſubmiſſion, I think, by printing the 
Coroner's Depoſitions, every man was 1n 
ſome ſort appealed to, whether what was 
ſo ſworn, and printed, was not ſufficient 
to induce every impartial Perſon ( for 
ſuch the Coroner and Jury ought to 
have been ) that the Earl of Efex did in- 
deed cut his own Throat ; and the print= 


ing thoſe great Incoherences, and contra-. 


dictory Depoſitions, argued as great 1m- 
policy in the Authority that publiſhed 
them, as the depoſing them did villany 
11 the Informants, or the believing them 


want of underſtanding (not to ſay hone- 


ſty , integrity and impartiality ) 1a the 
Coroner , and moſt of the Jury. After 
ſome time ſpent in the Examination, I 
was ordered to withdraw into the Secre- 
tary's Office, and repeated Orders given 
by the then King, thar I ſhould be kept 
cloſc ( perhaps that I might not hear the 
Boy, or his Siſter examined) the Boy was 
then called in, and at firſt ( as I was at- 
terwards informed) did not deny the 
truth of his Information ; but being not 
then paſt Thirteen , and frighted by be- 
1ng before ſo great Authority, he wept ; 
upon which his then Majeſty ſtroked him 


upon the Head, and ſaid, did you not ins 
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went this to excuſe your truenting ? To which 


the Boy trembling, anſwered, yes ( this 
the Boy declared at home after his Exa- 
mination ). Then the Siſter was called , 
"who declared how the Boy, upon his 
firſt coming from the Tower, had in- 
form'd her as before ſet forth ; and rho 


after threatned to be whipr, never retra- 


Qed till the Treſday, when T having been 
there , his Siſter had frighted him into a 
denial , which as ſoon as I came the ſe. 
cond time, he retrafted, and ſtood to 
his firſt Information , ſaying , his Siſter 
had frighted him, and told him he ſhould 
be hanged, and his Father would be un- 
done; the fear of which made him deny 
 4t:; She further declared, that ſhe did 
verily believe they never knew or heard 
of me till the Tueſday after my Lord's 
death, and that I never did give, or offer 
her Brother one Farthing , but ſtill en- 
joined him to ſpeak nothing butthe truth, 
(this the Siſter did after declare was the 
ſubſtance of her Examination). Afﬀer the 
Siſter's Examination was over, I was the 
ſecond'time called for, and told by my 
Lord Keeper, that I would have ſuborn- 
ed the Boy; to which'I anfwered, thar 1 
was well fatisfied of my Innocency in, 
and abhorrence of all ſuch Praftices , 
which in this cafe appeared impoſſible, 
ſeeing the Relation of the Boy was ſeveral 
days before T ever ſaw or heard of the 
Boy ; nevertheleſs I was ready to give 


what Bail his Lordſhip ſhould be pleas'd 


to command ; which IT was ordered 
to give Bonds with Two Securities in 


Two thonſand: Pound apiece ; this I did * 
that very afternoon; but the omifhon of }- 


the Under-Secretary, '1n the form of theſe 
"Bonds, was very advantageous to me, 
and my Security ; for whereas the Con- 
dition of all Council-bonds were to'cog- 
chide, md in the men trme to be of the 


good behaviour ; this Clauſe im mime was 
tTeft out, by which my Friends were fſa- 


-ved from that, which otherwife would 
(as you will afterwards find) have ruined 


them. Standing thus under Two thou- 


ſand pound to anſwer to an Information 
of Subornation , I thought I was in Selt- 
juſtice bound to make what further 1in- 
quiry T could, to ftrengthen the Boy's 
Evidence. To which my Lord Keeper 
(-without the leaſt colour) ſuggeſted, I, 
did endeavour to ſuborn the Boy to 


ſwear. In this Inquiry I was dayly hur- 


ried up and down, and found moſt Peo- 
ple afraid to diſcover what they herein 
knew ; and which was more, few of my 
Acquantance could I prevail with to go 
with me upon theſe Inquiries ; for 


my Misfortunes, with the danger that 


from the corruption of the then Times 
naturally threatned men , deterred all 
from engaging any ways herein. But at 
length I mer with a Gentle- 
man, who readily went with Mr. Cragg. 
me upon 'all occaſions. In 

a conſtant ſearch after many particulars 
( which would be too tedious here ro 
repeat) I was likewiſe informed of a 
Girl that had alſo ſeen the bloody Razor, 
as before, thrown out of my Lord's 
Chamber-window ; upon which I went 
to St. Katherine's ,, where the Girl lived, 
and ſeveral Perſons being preſent, I took 
in writing what ſhe could ſay herein, 
and what her Aunt and Mr. Glaſcbrook , 
to whom ſhe related it as ſhe came from 


the Tower, could teſtify ; which Relation 
was as followeth. | 


Aupult the 8th, 1683. The Informa» 
tion of Zane Loademan,aged about 

13 years, .who. did in the pre- 
{ence of theſe. whoſe names. are 


here under-written, declare as 
tolloweth, 


Hat the ſaid Jane Loademan 
was in the Tower on Friday 
worning, the 13th of July laſt, and

ſaw a hand caſt out 'a Razor out of my 
Lord's Window, and immediatly upon 
that ſhe beard ſhreecks ; and that there 
was a Soldicr-by my Lord's door which 
cried out to thoſe within the Houſe , 
that ſome body ſhould come and take up 
a Razor which was thrown oxt of the 
Wind ; whereupon there came a Mud 
with a White-hood out of the Hue, 
but who took, up the Razor, ſhe cannot

For ſhe ſaw 
him throw the Razor out of the Win- 
dow, and that the Razor was bloody, 
and that ſhe heard two groans , or 
fpreeks ( which of the two words ſhe 
wed, be the ſaid William Glaſebrook 
is not certain), Of this be the ſaid 
Glaſebrook 75 ready to make Oath.

About this time T was informed, That 
the Report of the Earl of E/ex's Death 
was at Tunbridge about Nine of the Clock 
that very Morning he died , whenas my 
Lord's Death was not known '1n the 
Tower till about Nine ; whereupon I rid 
to Tunbridge, bur I found the perſon very 
ſhy, and unwilling to appear in the mat- 
ter. I had no ſooner returned to London, 
but I was told, the ſame Report was at 
Marleborough in Wiltſhire ( about 70 Miles 
from London) the very morning of the 
Earl's death ; whereupon I rid to Marle- 
borough, reſolving to trace: the Report as 
near as I could to the Author. When I 
came to Marlborough, I met with one Fe- 
remiah Burgss, whom before this I never 
to my remembranee ſaw or heard of; 
who declared, That the very Morning 
my Lord died , he was at Froome in Se- 
merſetſbire (about 3o miles diſtant from 
Martborough', and an hundred miles from 
London ) and being there. at ' the Do/phix, 


he was informed that the Earl of Z/zx 


had cut his Throat in the Tower. IT 
did defire Burgis to write me a Letter 
to the Maſter of the Houſe at F-oore, 
to inform te [(if he could remem- 
ber) who it- was that reported this 
at his Houſe. I did at Mariorough like- 
wiſe ſpeak with one Lewis, who did alſo 
inform me, .* That abour Two of the 
* Clock the day the Earl died, as he was 
* riding up Husbands-Hill, (not far from 
* ndover ) he overtook a Gentleman, 
* riding a very eafie Traveller's pace ; 
*and as they were diſcourſing of the 
* News in the Countrey, the Gentleman 
" ſaid, He had heard a report of the Earl 
* of Eſſex, that he had cut his Throat in 
* the Tower : But the Gentleman was al- 
* together a Stranger to him, and. there- 
* fore he could not inform me how or 
* where to find him. With Burgis his 
Letter I was riding to Froom: but when 
Icame within: about: ſix miles of the 
Place, at a Town called Bradford, I ſtopr 
at an Inn-door to drink a Glaſs of Cyder ; 


upon 
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upon which, one Beachan Attorney, (no- 
torious .in his Countrey and Generation) 
informed a Juſtice of Peace then there, 
That I looked like a diſaffe&ed perſon, 
by wearing Band and Cuffs, and there- 
fore in that dangerous Time I eughr to 
be examined ; upon which\, the Juſtice 
came out to examine me, and there came 
with him one who knew me, ſo that 
the Juſtice ſeemed well ſatisfied : Bur 
Beach taking the Juſtice aſtde, tells him, 
That he ought ro be more ſtrict , and 
ſearch me; for by my wearing Band 
and Cuffs, it was plain I was difaffe&ed 
to the Governmerit, (of this I have been 
often told by ſome then there) ; upon 
which the Juſtice told-me, He muſt ſearch 


me. When I perceived this, I thought 


ir proper to give the Juſtice a particular 
Account of the Occaſion of my being 
in the Countrey ; as alſo, what Papers I 
had about me ; which Papers being read, 


after ſome Debate , and adviling with 


Beach, he made a Warrant for my Com- 
mitment,. the Form whereof, in the Con- 
cluſion, was the moſt Iilegal I ever faw. 

The Warrant tan in theſe words, vzz. 


Wilts iT. T O the K eeper of His Ma- 
OY Jeſties Goal of Fiſher- 
ton-Anger in this County, or his ſuf- 


ficient Depary, Theſe. Tſend you bere-

Ir was long before I could prevail 
with the Juſtice to let me hear my War- 
rant read ; but when 1 told 
tim by the Statute I would 31 Car. 2. 
have a Copy of it within ſix 
hours after I was brought to Gaol, he read 
it tome; finding the Concluſion to be 
ſo Arbitrary, 1 told him he could not 


juſtify his Warrant ; which ſhovld the 


Jaylor obey, I might be kept a cloſe Pri- 
ſoner during life. . For T was not to be 
admitted ro Pen, Ink or Paper, or con- 
verſe, till the Jaylor heard from the King 
and Council, without which I muſt pe- 
rith in Priſon without Convittion or 


- Tryal: I told him, That all ſuch Warrants 


of Commitment ought to conclude, zl! 
Ye be diſcharged by due courſe of Law ; 
but the Juſtice told me he would main- 
tain the Legality of his Warrant. By 


vertue of this Warrant I was carried to_ 


Wiltſhire Gaol {( about 3o miles diſtant 
from Bradford) where I found the Keeper. 
of more ſenſe or honeſty than either his 
Worſhip, or his Cabal; for there were 


| ſeveral Attorneys in the Inn when I was 


examincd ; (with whom Mr. Juſtice ad- 
viſcd ) for the Goaler told me, thar not- 
withſtanding the ſtritneſs of my Com- 
| C2 mitment, 


Jo 
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mirment, I ſhould diſcourſe with whom 
I would, himſelf being by ; and write 
ro whom I would whilſt he was preſent 
and ſaw it. Thanking my Keeper for this 
Civility, I did immediately demand a 
Copy of my Commitment, and writ to 


London for my Habeas Cerprs thereupon, 


which within ſome ſhort time I received, 
and was brought to Loxdon to be bailed; 
but all the Judges being out of Town, 
I was, according as the Statute herein 
direQs, to be carried before my Lord 
Keeper (North); but his Lordſhip ordered 
the Goaler to bring me before him at the 


Counci] that Afternoon ; as ſoon as I ap- 


appeared before his Lordſhip, my Lord 
ſeemed well -pleaſed at a ſuppoſed, but 
miſtaken advantage he thought to have 
had againſt my Bail; for his Lordſhip 
ſmiling, told me, notwithſtanding he did 
not expeC& that I ſhould have had much 
regard to my ſelf, yet he did believe I 
would have had that juſt reſpett ro my 
Bail, as not to ruine them by thoſe new 
matters then to be laid to my Charge. 
To which I anſwered, I knew not where- 
in I had prejudiced my Bail, of whom 


the only thing required was my appeat- - 


ance the then next Term, which (if 
God permit) I would do, and thereby in- 
demanify them : No, replied his Lordſhip 
(ſmiling) the good behaviour was like- 
wiſe required ; A notorious breach where- 
of appears in theſe matters . you ſtand 


afreſh charged with. I did humbly ap- 


peal to the Bonds themſelves, and in the 
Condition there appeared the Qmifſion 
before obſerved... For which his Lord- 
ſhip was very angry with Secretary Jer- 
kins, who immediately transferred the 
blame thereof to his under-Secretary. 
When his Lordſhip found, that by this 
negle& my Bail was ſlipt from his hands, 
his Lordſhip was reſolved to hold me faſt 
enough ; and therefore demanded Bonds 
with Sureties inTwelve thouſand pounds, 
for my Appearance , and as much more 
Security fox the Good. Behaviour, 1 did 


007% po defire his Lordſhip, That he 
would confider the Starute upon which I 
then came to be Bailed ; and, as that Sta- 
tute required, his Lordſhip would confi- 


der my Quality, and the nature of my 


Offence : As for the firſt, I was a younger 


' Brother, and my Father living ; and as to 


the ſecond, the pretended Crime, it was 
of the very fame nature with that under- 
which I ſtood bound with Sureties in 


Two thouſand pound for my Appear-' 


ance. My Lord Keeper reply'd, That 
according to the Statute, he did conſider 
both my Condition and the Offence, and re- 
gulated his Demands accordingly ; for 
had I been an Alderman of London, my 
Quality anfwerable to the Crime, for e- 
very Six thouſand pound his Lordſhip 


would have demanded Twenty ; ſo that | 


then I muſt have given Eighty thouſand 
pound Bonds' in Bail and Suretyſhip ; 
which (to the beſt of my remembrance) 
is twice as much a$I ever yet heard de- 
manded of any Nobleman in Enzland 
though under a Commitment of High. 
Treaſon. WhilſtI was before the Coun- 
ci}, I deſired his Lordſhip, that ſome of 
thoſe Witneſſes might be ſent for out of 
the Countrey where the Report was of the 
Earl's having cut his own Throat in the 
Tower, before his Lordſhip was dead. Up- 


on which, one of the Lords of the Coun- 


cil (to the beſt of myremembrance, the 


now Marqueſs of Halifax) ſaid, This 1s 
juſt as it was in the Caſe. of Sir Edmund- 
bury Godfrey. But the Lord Keeper, I 
found, would not ſend for Witneſſes to 
prove what his buſineſs was induſtrioufly 
and oppreſſively to ftife: Not being able 
to comply with theſe hard terms, I was 
remanded to Filtſhire-Gaol : But that: 
might lying in Town, I read the Sta- 
tute , and adviſed with ſome of my 
Friends, who found that the Good 'Beha- 
viour could not'be demanded, but that 
Bailto anſwer the Gauſe of Commitment, 
was. all the Statute did require. I did 
therefore the next morning deſire my 


| Keeper 
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Keeper to Gatty me to his Lordſhip's 


Houſe in Great-2zeen-ſtreet ; and for the 


Reaſons before obſerved, I did hope his 
Lordſhip would not inſiſt either upon the 
Good Behaviour, or yet upon fo great 
Bail, My Keeper accordingly carried 
me : But before his Lordſhip that time 
ſaw me, my Keeper did acquaint his 


Lordſhip with the Occaſion of his bring- 


ing me once more before his Lordſhip. 
Upon which , the Lord Keeper ſent for 
me, and toJd me, That the Good Beha- 
viour he neither did or could requare ; 
and if I would give Bail to anſwer my 
Commitment, I might have my Liberty. 
To which I replied, That in fo large a 
Sum as was demanded,Icould not; but in 
all would give Ten thouſand pound Bail, 
which I hoped his LO would judge 
ſufficient. His Lordſhip ſaid, What was 
agreed upon atthe Council, he could not 
there change : bur my Keeper ſhould 
bring me down that afternoon to the 
Council ; and if there it could be com- 
plied with, I ſhould be bailed. Thar af- 


' ternoon I did accordingly attend the 


Council, where I found his Lordſhip's 


mind changed, and returned to his firſt 


Demand , Twelve thouſand pound for 
my Appearance , and Twelve thouſand 
pound more for my Good Behaviour ; 
notwithſtanding that very morning he 
had (as before) declared he could not by 
Law require it. 

His Lordſhip did reprefent my Offence 
ſuch as deſerved the greateſt Puniſh- 
ment, and rold me, Such PraCtices might 
ſhorten my days , (or words to that cf- 
fe&). I replied, ThatI was not conſcious 
of my having done any thing which de- 
ſerved a Priſon, much leſs Death : butthe 
manner of Death I did nor fear ; and if 
in the way of my duty I mer it, I could 
as Chearfully die at Tybury in a Halter, as 
in my Bed of a Fever. 

Having thus ſuffered in the defe& of 
this A&, I cannor bur here take notice of 


. one great Qmiſſion in this Statute. Thus 


AR inflifts a Penalty of One hundred _ 


pound upon the Gaoler that denies rhe 
Priſoner, or any on his behalf, a Copy 
of his Warrant; and Five kundrel pound 
Penalty on every Judg? that refuſes to 
grant an Habeas Corprys upon the Statute, 
for the removal of ſuch Priſoners ; bur 
inflifts no certain Penalty upon the refu- 
ſal to bail the Priſoner that ſhall upon 
this AQ be brought before them ; ſo thar 
if the Judge either demand Ten times 


more than the Quality of the Priſoner, 


or the Nature of the Once requires, or 


refuſeth to take any Bail wharſozver, there 


can no Action of Five hundred pound for 
this refuſal be brought, for no Penalty 
in this Caſe isenated. Ir's very ſtrange, 
that the Statute ſhou!d Jay fo great Pe- 
nalties upon the denial of the mcans of 


Bail, (v:iz.) the Coby of the Warranr, 


and Habeas Corps ; and yet not ena an 


expreſs Penalty for refuſal of the end, 
(viz. ) Bailing the Priſoner ; for what 


ſignifies either a Copy of the Commir- 


ment, or. an Habeas Corpus thereupon, if 
Bail be not procured ? This 1; the put- 
ting the Priſoner to a very fruitleſs Ex- 
pence. 

I muſt confeſs, ſeeing the Statute re- 


quires the Judge ſhall Bail the Priſo- . 


ner, taking Recognizance with one or 


more Sureties, according to the Quality 


of the Perſon, and Nature of the Offence, 
a Special Action of the Cafe lies agaiaſt 
{uch Judge upon his refuſal : Bur it there 
be little Damages ſuſtained, a: itmay hap- 
pen ; for though one Judge refuf2, ano- 
ther may granr the Prifoner his Liberty 
upon Bail, and conſequently ſo proved, 
the Jury being ſworn ro goaccordinp to 
Evidence, as well 11 the Damages, az 
the matter direttly in Iflue, muſt go ac- 
cording to Proof , unleis they think the 


extravagant Verditts of late Times , 


( which found One hundred ' thouſand 


pounds , where not one Farthing was 
proved) , will excuſe them, in giving 
Fiiry times more than was ſworn to be 

fuſtzined.

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Faſltainzd. Fow words more 1n the Statute 
world I huniblyconceive,haveſrfliciently 
provided in this Cafe ; for inthe Stature, 
wherein it 1s ſaid, That of the Frdges 
fball deny any Writ of Habeas Corpus, 6y 


this Af required to be granted, being moved 


for as aforeſaid, ( it had been added, or 


ſha? refuſe ſuch Bail as the Quality of the 
Priſency and Nature of the Offence requires), 
they ſkail ſewerally forfeit to the Priſoner or 
Party grieved the Sum of Five hundred pound, 
ro he recovered in manner aforeſaid : T hele 
few words would have given the Five 
hundred pound for refuſal of Bail, as well 
as den;ing the Habeas Corpus ; whereas 
without the like Clauſe , the Statute may 
(in efe&t) be daily evaded. —--To return. 
But now, inſtead of being ſent back to 
1il;jhire, T was turned over to Mr. 4tter- 
bury the Meſſenger , where upwards of 
five Weeks, I lay at no leſs Charge than 
41. and odd Money per Week direGtly, 
beſides other Collateral Expences; this 
being too great for my Fortune to com- 
ply with, I was adviſed to remove my 
{]f to-the Kings-Bench ; but before-hand, 
to agree with the Marſhal vpon Security, 
To have the Liberty of the Rules; this I 
did by a Friend, who told me , That 
upon giving the Marſhal 2000 /. Security 
for my firhful Impriſonment,and 5 5. 3 d. 
per Week: Chamber-Rent, he had promi- 
{ed ro allow me the Liberty of the Rutes. 
Whereupon (after ſome Oppoſition) I re- 
moved my 1elf; bur the Marſhal I found 


falſe ro lis Promiſe, for he having got 


me into hiz Cuſtody , demanded' two 
M<n for my Security in 10000/. a piece, 
and 195. 34. per Week, Chamber-rent, 
and c<hen aſſured me, I ſhould have the 
Lwverty of the Rules. To theſe Terms (fo 
pwuch above our firſt Agreement) I ſub- 
mitted. But the Marſhal the ſecond 
tune unjuſtly diſappointed me; for un- 
der this Security and Chamber-rent , I 


was ordered to be kepr cloſe Priſoner at 


no leſs Charge , than 2/. 55. 3d. per 
Week; and under this ftsict Confine- 


ment, the Marſhal refuſed to pive me 
back my Security-vonds , which at laſt I 
was forced with Guineas to redeem. For 
this ſevere and tnjuit. Uſage, the Marſhal 
prerended the ſpeci. Orde: of the then 
Lord Chief Juſtice Jeffreys, before whom 


ar the Kings Bench-Bar , ]. was the then 


next Term bailed; after which, with all 
poſſible Induſtry and Diligence, I re- 


newed my former Inquiries. But about 


the 12th of that November, T was taken 


up by the Ciry-Marſhal, by Virtue of a 
Warrant of the Lord Mayor, or Court of 
Aldermen, as Illegal in the Cauſe, as the 
other was in the Concluſion of the Com- 
mitment : for the only Cauſe (if it can 
properly be'ſo called)in the Warrant,was, 
My being ſuſpefed to be Diſaffeted to the Go- 


- vernment;finding the words ſo general,and 


not one particular Inſtance to juſtify that 
Suſpition of DiſaffteQion, I could at firſt 
give no probable gueſs at the Informati= 
on. By the City-Marſhal I was firſt car- 
ried before Sir fFames Edwards, and after 
that, the then Lord Mayor, before whom 
I refuſed ro anſwer ſuch general Queſti- 
ons as were asked, withour ſeeing my 
Acculer, and hearing my Accuſation ; 
bur I ſoon found what was the pretence 
of my Commitment,which I had grounds 
to ſuſpett, was deſigned to be ſtretched 
to the higheſt Offence, nothing leſs than 
Treaſon ; for I was charged with bc« 


ſpeaking ſeveral Hundreds of the Prote- 


ftant-Flails, with a Deſign therewith to 
Maſſacre the Kings (then called ) Loyal 
Subjects. Refuſing to anſwer the Lord 
Mayors Queſtions, I was committed to 


Captain Richardſon , who was ordered 


forthwith to carry me before the King and 
Councl] ; as ſoon as I camethere, my old 
Friend, the Lord Reeper North, 'began to 
interrogate me in ſeveral Particulars; but 
I refuſed to anſwer any, till I ſaw my 
Acculer, and heard my Accuſation ; his 
Lordſhip told me, my not anſwering 
that Honourable Board, was a contempr, 
for which I might be proſecuted. To 


which 
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which I replied with Submiffion, *I did 
* not underftand I was obliged in ſtrit- 
* neſs of Law, to anſwer to any Accuſa- 
* tion, till I came judicially to be tryed, 
® where I ſhould both ſee the Accuſer, and 
* hear my Accuſation. Ar length the 
King ordered my Accuſer to be called in, 
whoſe Charge (in Subſtance) was this, 
(viz.) That fi a time , about four Tears 
and a half before, I came to his Shop, and 
beſpoke a Pocket-Flail ; which by Deſcripti- 
tion, 1 did order him to make; the next day 


after I beſpake three more, which 1 was to 


fetch the third day. And did likewiſe de- 
Clare, He ſhould make me ſeveral hundreds, 
but I came not according to my Promiſe for 
either of the three , or did he make any of 
that number I pretended to beſpeak. That 
I did beſpeak one, and. the next day 
* three, I did confeſs to be true, and /1ke- 
«wile fetched one of the three the third 
* day ; but theſe not being made accord- 
(ing to DireQtion, I would not - have the 


* other two. As for the Five hundred, 


* or any ſuch Number I ſhould beſpeak, 
*] did declare, (as the Truth was) that 
* part of the Charge was very Malicious 
* and Falſe. Major Richardſon being then 
there, as fooliſhly as maliciouſly, endea- 
voured to fruſtrate my Defence; for he 
rold His Majeſty, the true Cauſe I came 
not according to my Promiſe for any of 
that great number I had beſpoke, he would 
ive His Majeſty. For Captain R:ichard- 
ſen declared, © That almoſt three years be- 
*fore, he had been in that Turners Shop, 
* where ſeeing one of thoſe Inſtruments 
© (it being the firſt that he ever ſaw) he 


"* demanded of the Turner what he called 


*them; who anſwered, A Pocket-Hail; 
and then further told him, * That the 
* Gentleman for whom he made the firſt 
* above a year before, pretended. he 
« would then have feveraT hundreds made, 
* and beſpoke three Flails after the firſt, 
© but came not for either of the three, or 
*any of that number which he pretended 
* he did want. Captain Richardſon de 


clared upon this, * He did believe these 
"was a general Deſign againſt the Go- 


"vernment, and therefore he did Charge 


"the Turner, That if the Gentleman 
"came according to His Promiſe , he 
* ſhould endeavour to ſecure him ; which 
© Caution he did ſuppoſe I had- heard of, 
£ : . 
and therefore came not according to my 
' Promiſe. Of this moſt ridiculous Sug- 
geſtion, I took immediate advantage, and 
told His Majeſty what the Captain al- 
ledged, could not poſlibly be true, even 


by his own Suggeſtion. For he confeſ-' 


ſed, That the Turner told him when. he 
firſt ſaw the Flail, that T had beſpoke a 
great Number above a year before, and 
was forthwith to have fetched one of 
them, but came not according to my ap- 
pointment ;. and yer the Captain alledges, 
That his Caution ſo long after given, did 
influence my not coming a year and a half 


before. Immediately upon this, the King 


faw this Charge mixt with ſuch folly and 
falſhood, that His Majeſty thought fir to 


order my immediate Diſcharge. As ſoon 


as I came into the Room next the Coun- 


ci], Captain Richardſon took me by the 
Hand, and proteſted he was extreamly 
glad I was diſcharged ; but conſidering 
his good Service, in juſt before endea- 
vouring to prevent it, I gaye little Cre- 
dit to this Aſſurance. Being once more 


at Liberty, I continued, as hefors,, my 


Inquines , in which-I was daily hurri=d 
up and down; for having made it my 


buſineſs to get the Names of moſt of the 
Soldiers upon Duty that day my Lord 


was Murthered, T was in a conſtant In- 
quiry after ſome of them ; for I had rea» 
ſon by ſome Information I had received, 
to believe that not a few could ſpeak not 
only to the throwing out of the Bloody 


Razor, but to that which was more ma» ' 


terial, the ſending in the Ruffians ro my 
Lord', and from whliom- thoſe Villains 
went commiſſioned. But as I ſpoke with 
any of thoſe Soldiers, IT perceived them 
very by, and denied to me, what they 


had 
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had before freely confeſſed to their inti- 


mate Acquaintance; and afterwards told 
rheir Friends, they would nor be brought 
into trouble, by teſtifying their Know- 
ledg therein , which they knew would 
moſt certainly prove their Ruin. 

Whilſt I was Priſoner in the Kings- 
Bench, T (with the reſt of tne Kings Pr- 
ſoners) was ſeveral times ſearch'd ; but 
having ſtill notice ſome ſhort time before 
ſuch Search,I conveyed away ſuch Papers, 
as being ſeized, might have tended to my 
Prejudice. But in ſuch hurries,T Joſt a Liſt 
of ſuch Names that could have declared 
that which was not a little material to this 
Diſcovery. | 


In Hilary Term 83. Mr. Speake and 
my {elf were tried upon an Information; 
the ſubſtance whereof was, * That where- 
* 25 Arthur late Earl of Eſtx, the 13th of 
*Fuly (being Priſoner in the Tower for 


High-Treaſon) himſelf feloniouſly, and 


25 a Felon of himſelf , did Kill and Mur-

thereof ye ſball ſurely die:But thisInformation 
ought to have been teſtified by men who 


ſtood re#i in Curia, which were neither 
themſelves to be hanged for murthering 


my Lord, provided they would not (by 
conſequence)prove he did murder himſelf; 
or to be not only ſaved,but well rewarded 


incaſe they did (though contradiQorily) 


confirm the ſame. - 

As for all thoſe Witneſles which were 
produced againſt us, ts prove any Bribes, 
or the like, I do ſuppoſe Prejudice it ſelf 


will not pretend to 1ay,that by the Trial

That Nation is happy whoſe Govern-

the moſt inveterate and milicious Rage

- colour of Crime applied to me, who was

great bitterneſs of expreſſion, yet 1t 15 not 
printed in all its parts as it was ſpoke, but 
ſome of the Billingſgate-railing lefr our ; 
yet ſuch as it is, by his Lordſhip's Au- - 
thority publiſhed (I do humbly conceive) 
there have few, if any Trials bzen ſtuff d 
with ſuch foul-mouth'd Inve&ives. Bur

Whether the effe&ts of Wine in this vert 
fied the Proverb [ In vino veritas), T know 
not : but it appeared notorious to per-

ground to believe his Lordſhip's Cor- 
ruption did herein endeavour to ſtifle 
winat his love (had he any) to Juſtice in 
rhe duty of his Place ſhould have zealouſfly 
ſtrove to deteRt.

croſſed it ; by which I perczived I was 
deſigned for Judgment, not Mercy ; and 


upon application was ſo told ; fer F was 


untorm'd,that no.man was more obnoxious 
to His Majeſty than my ſelf, who was the 
only perſon that ever caſt Blood in his 
face: Burt if his own conſcience by a juſt 
application threw it there, I could not 
help that ; I am ſure they that faid it,talk- 
ed without Book ; for nothing at my 
Trial, oz at any time after proved againſt 
me, made any ſuch thing appear. I muſt 


- confeſs, ſeveral Witneſſes at my Trial 


{ubpena'd , could have mentioned fome- 


what with relation to his (then) High» 
neſs's Guilt in this matter ; butI found it 
was a Truth too hot, which that Court 
would not hear, and therefore thought it 
not proper to call them, bur left them till 
ſuch a Seaſon wherein Truth inthis matter 
ſhould not be proſecuted as the higheſt 
Offence. 

And thls brings me to the Proofs that 
have in this Caſe been taken before the late 
Right Honourable Committee of Eords. 
But before I do-begin with the Evidence, 
it may not be amiſs to give ſome ſhort 
Account how this Caſe came before thar 
Right HonourableHouſe, where it was oc- 


eaſtonally brought,upon the morion of the 


Right Honourable the Lord Zuc2;, then 
Governour of the Tower. 

For the day before the Convention ſite, 
(viz.) the 21ſt of Firuary 1688. havi

the reſt, againſt Major Hawley, at whoſe 
Houſe my Lord was murdered , and 
Ruyfſel the Warder before-mentioned ; both 
which belonged to the Zower : I deſired 
a Friend of mine to acquaint the Ho- 
nourable Governour rherewith, fo that 
theſe perſons might be ſecured. As foon 
as the Lord Lucas ſaw the Warrant againſt 
theſe rwo, he did order them both to be 
be ſecured; and the next day there was 
ſeveral Depoſitions, with relation to m 

Lord's Murther, taken before Juſtice 
Robins, who that very day carried Copies 
of them to my Lord Lucas; upon which, 
his Lordſhip the very next day moved 
the Houſe of Lords for their Lordſhips 
direttions as to the diſpoſal of Hawley and 
Ruſſel , and thereupon produced: theſe 
Informations Mr. Robizs had before 
brought him. Upon reading of theſe, 
the Houſe entred into a debate of the 
matter, and then called me before their 
Lordſhips, before whom I gave a ſhort 
Account of what is as before moſt mate- 
rially mentioned. After which , their

Committee. 

This Committee having ſeveral times 
met, there was a cloſe Committee ap-

« Safety , and the Safety of thoſe ſhe

* the ſaid Dorothy in tears did uſually an-

* 11 her thoughts, that the Earl of Eſſex 
* ſhould be ally charged with cutting 


* his own Throat, when ſhe had heard 
* the Papiſts reſolution to cur it them-

'* fie the Truth herein, ſhe would ; and 


* did hope thoſe Men that did it, mighr 


* ſuffer for it. 


Richard May depoſeth to this effe& : 
* That (to the beſt of this Informanr's 
* remembrance ) before the Dearth of

* rothy Smith to be very melancholy, he 


* defired to know the cauſe ; upon which 
* ſhe ſaid, That ſomewhat which ſhe knew © 


* with relation to the Death of the late 
i Earl of Eflex, was the cauſe of her trouble ; 
* and it was not ſafe for her to reveal it 
* to any. Upon which, this Informant 
* adviſed her then to be ſilent in the mat-

* Secrecy. 


Mr. V:l;inm Tourney hath likewiſe de- 
poled what herein relares to him. AndI 
am ready to depoſe, That I never heard 
ot this Dorothy Smith , till Mr. Tourney 
about F-bruary laſt was Twelve Month , 
informed me of her; and I never to my 
- remembrance, ſaw the ſaid Dorothy Smith, 
tl the ſaid Mr. May bad , as before, 
broughr her to theCroſs-Keys in Watlinſtreet, 
where TI firſt diſcourſed her 1m the pre- 
ſence of Mr. May, Mr. Tourney, and ano- 
ther. Here are five or ſix Witneſſes prove 
the very Subſtance of this Evidence, re- 
_ vealed ſome years ſince, when it was Iit- 
tle lefs then Death to diſcourſe it, which 

clearly proves it 1s not a new-made Story, 
and ſtrongly argues the truth of the Re- 
 Hation; for it can hardly be ſuppoſed , 
that this Woman ſhould often under the 
_ greateſt Concern and Danger imaginable, 
_ declare any thing of this nature, unleſs 
the Relation was really true; Becauſe 
the could (rationally) then propoſe no 
Advantage by this Invention; but was 
{till told, and convinced of the Danger. 
Wherefore 'tis rational to ſuppoſe, that 
only the power of Truth moved her to 
declare what ſhe ſo often in Tears related. 
But as a further Argument of the truth 
of this Depoſition, I ſhall briefly relate

It's proved by Robert Bond, that Dorothy 
Smith did not go to Mr. Holmes's Service, 
till the beginning of J«ne, 1683. and that 
Green Beans were fit to be eat , before 
ſhe left that Service in which fhe li- 
ved , juſt before ſhe went to Holme:'s 
Houſe. | 

I's further proved by 
five Witneſſes, That Do- 
rothy Smith was Servant 
at this Holme's ,- when 
Green-peaſe were very 
plenty and cheap(which 
15 naturally evident 1t 
muſt be in the latter - 
end of June, or ſometime in July, which 
is about two Months after Hewit ſwore 
Dorothy Smith was turned away; and it's 
poſitively ſworn byone, that Dorothy 
Smith was Servant in Holmes's Houle in 
July 1683. after the Death of the late

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bers the time, by a very remarkable par- 
ticular. So that here are five or fix De- 
poſitions in Contradiction to Hew:z's and 
Chriſtopher's Evidence, which was deſign- 


ed to deſtroy the Credit of Derothy Smith's. 


Teſtimony ; bur this Oppoſition thus de- 
teQed , adds ſtrength to what it was de- 
ſigned to prejudice. But it was further 
ſworn by Hewit , that the Cth of Jay, 
1683. (which was the Friday in the Week

*the 23d. 

This laſt Information is of little force 
(tho the Parſon deſigned well ) for it 
ſwears, about ſuch a time Ho/mes came to his 
Houſe, and about ſuch a time went away ; 
but #bourt makes the time very uncertain. 

This was deſigned to deſtroy that part 
of Dorothy Smith's Teſtimony, which de- 
clares Hlmes in Town, the day my Lord 
was murthered. i 

When I found Mr. Holmes endeavoured 
to prove (as before ſworn by Hew:t) him- 
ſelf out of Town, from the 6th of July, 
1683. to the 26th or 27th of the ſame 


Month; I did endeavour to enquire out 


all ſuch, as either Mr. Holmes, or Mrs. 
Hewit were well-known to, or traded 
with ; and therefore I made inquiry after 
thoſe, with whom (in that Month and 
Year) they Bought of, or Sold to, all 


Shopkeepers ; Taylors, Butchers, Fiſh- 


mongers, Shoemakers, Hatters, &c. and 
ſuch as upon inquiry, I received fuch Cha- 
raters of,as I might expett fair Sarisfa ion 
from, I did defire to fee their Books in 
that Month of July, to fee whether any 
Goods were bought in Town by the fad 
Mr. Hohnes, or Mrs. Hew:r (for proving 
Zewit in Town, proves Holmes Iikewile 
in Town, becauſe ir's ſworn, and can be 
proved, they both went out of Town to- 
gether) or any Money paid berween the 
6th and 26th of July, by either of theſe. 
After a very long and tedious Inquiry (all 
thoſe Tradeſmen being altogether ſtran- 


gers to me) I providentially mer with 


one Mr. Welſtead, who very readily 
ſhewed his Book, wherein is entred 
according to his Information, which fol 
loweth :

This Book hath not been of any uſe to 
Mr. We!ftead for almoſt five Years, and 
it was a very great Providence this had 
not been torn out, ſeeing the Book for

_ the very next Jeaf to this torn out, and 


loſt. As ſoon as Mrs. Hewit underſtood 


ſuch a Taylor's Entry was againſt her 
Oath, ſhe, with Mrs. Hoimes's Wife, went 
ro this Taylor, and defired to fee his 


Book ; which being ſhew'd, Hewit fiſt 


pretended that this Entry was forged, and 
new ; bur Mr. Welſtead declared he could 
ſafely, and would depoſe, © Thar the En- 
try was real ; it was then pretended, that 
the Gown was ſent into the Countrey aft- 
ter Mrs. Hewit ; but when in an{wer to 
that, Mr. Welftead declared he could de- 
poſe, © That Mrs. Hewit was in Town

how many days after ſhe did go, he could 
Not tell).

I have been the more large and parti- 
cular in this Evidence, as well becauſe it 
hath mer with ſuch villanous Oppoſition 
by falſe Oaths, as for that it alone proves 
by what Party, and by whoſe Order this 
ns Locd was treacherouſly mur- 
thered. | 

The next thing previous to my Lord's 


- Murther, are the ſeveral Reports in many 


places in England(before my Lord's death, 


- orbefore ir could be known)thar the Ear] 


of Eſſex had cut his Throat in the Tower.

after my Lord's death , meeting the G:n- 
tleman which had before given him this 
Information , and defiring to know how 
before my Lord's death he could declare ir; 
the other replied, That JI men concluded 
my Lord would either cut his Throat, or 
turn Evidence againſt his Friend my Lord 
Ruſſc]; but it was generally beleved that 
my Lord would rather deſtroy himſelf, 
than be made a Witneſs. 
 ThisReport ſo far off the very next morn- 
ing after my Lord's Comnurment, proves 
the Tower to be the place ( before my 
Lord's Commurment) pitched upon as the 
moſt proper for this perfidious T ragedy. 
Bur the very next day (viz.) the Wea- 
neſaay after my Lord's Commitment, was 
It reported about 60 miles off, that the 
Earl of Effex had cut his Throat in the 
Tower for thus reaſon ( viz.) The King and 
Duke coming into the Tower” ro wiew the 
Tower, the Earl of Eſiex w4:s afraid the 
King would have come up into his. Chamber, . 
and ſeen him; but his Guilt and Shame was 
ſuch, that he could not bear the thoughts of it, 
ana therefore cut his Throat co avoid it. _ 
Obſerve in this previous Report ſixty 
mules from London, the next day after my 
Lord's Commutment, the very pretended 
Reaſon for the Self-murther is given ; 
which Reaſon carries in it an accident 
that could never be before reported, or 
indeed expeCted, bur by thoſe which were 
the moſt ſecret in this Treacherous Cru- 
elry ; tor herein is ut ſaid, the Weaneſaay 
betore 
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before the King and Duke went to the 
Tower , that the King and Duke were 1n 
the Tower when the Earl cur his 'I roar, 
&c. It is notorious that the King and 
Duke did not go till Fiday morning, and 
their then going was a ſurprize to their 
very Guards, for it ſeems they had nor 
been there together above once ſince the 
Reſtauration. 
Reports proved by Eight Witnefles, all 
agree in the mer how, and pace 
where ; and one more particularly ters 
forth the prerended Reaſon wherefore. I 
do therefore humbly ſubmit to every 1m- 
partial Reader , whether thele very Re- 
ports do not ſtrongly prove, that the 
manner , place, and pretended reaſon , 
were all agreed upon before this barba- 
rous complicated Tragedy was acted. 
For otherwiſe, how could it poſſibly he fo 
particularly related ſo far off, and fo long 
before it was done ? 

T ſhall in the 2d place obſerve what 
paſſed in the day .of my Lord's murther, 
which proves his death to be ſuch. 


Bomeny and Ruſſel before-mention'd, did 


before the Coroner's Jury upon Oath de- 
ny that any men were let into my Lord 
that morning my Lord died. The like 
did John Lloyd, the Soldier that kept the 
outward Door , depoſe at my Tral , 
Pag- 57- 7 
Nathanael Monday, who was my Lord's 
other Warder, and hkewiſe Rvſſe/, before 
the Lords have denied that any men were 
that morning let into my Lord. Bur that 
there were ſome Rufhans a little before 
my Lord's death let in to murther him, 
plainly appears by the Proofs following. 


Mr. Samuel Story depoſeth to the effet 
following. (viz.) © The 21ſt of January, 
**.1688. being the day before the Con- 
* vention far, John Lloyd (Sentinel upon 
** the late Earl of E/ex at the time of his 
* death) was taken up as ſuſpeCted privy 
** to the ſaid Earl's murther ; and being 
** therefore in cuſtody, the ſaid Lloyd, with 


In ſhort, Theſe ſeveral 


** tears in lis Eyes, wrung this Informant 
** by the hand, and declared, That by ſpe- 
** cial Order of Majcr Hawley, or one of my 
* Lord's Warders, he did let in two or 
" three men into the Ear!'s Lodgings juſt 
** before his death, and he was very ſure, 
* and could ſafely ſwear that Major Web- 
** fter (then there 1n cuſtody, ſuſpeCed as 
* one of the Rutfans that murthered my 
** Lord) was one; and that as ſoon as he. 
* fo let them in, he heard a noiſe in my 
* Lord's Chamber,and ſomewhat thrown 
* down like the fall of a man ; ſoon after 
* which it was ſaid, the Earl of Eſzx had 
* cut his Throat. 27 

This Lloyd the ſame day before the Ju- 
ſtice did confeſs the letting in ſome men 
a little before the Earl's death, as appears 
by his Examination following. 


The Examination of Fohn Lloyd of 
Goodman's-Tard mn Aldgate Parilh 
without, in London,Clothworker, 
taken before Fobn Robins, Eſq; 

one of the Juſtices of the Peace 

tor the County of Middleſex, the 


22d day of Fanuary, 1689. 


His Examinant ſaith, on the day 
whereon the Right Honourable 
the late Earl of Eſſex was found dead 
#pon the ſuſyicion of having been mur- 
thered in his Lodgings in the Tower of 
London ; he then being a Soldier, was 
ſtanding Sentinel at the door of the ſaid 
Earl's Loagings, and had order to Jet 
no body up ſtairs to the ſaid Lodgings 
without leave from Major Hawley, or 
the Warder then in waiting on the ſaid 
Earl ;, and that about balf an hour af- 
ter Eight of the Clock in the Morning 
of the ſaid day, two Men (to this Ex- 
aminant unknown ) knocked at the hatch- 
I. * "door, 
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door belonging to the ſaid Lodgings, and 

by perniſſtm of the ſaid Warder, entred 
the faid Lodgings but when they came 

ort, he can give no account ; and that 
ab mt Nine a Clock be heard a ſtruggling 
on the ſaid Morning ,, and a little time 
aftoy heard a Crying, My Lord 1s 
ed. 


After 7.oxd4 had lain ſome time cloſe 
Priſoner 11 Newgate , he did defire to fee 
one Mr. 7:peſt, a Neighbour of his, who 
baving permiſſion of the Secret Commit- 


tee ro diſcourſe L/oyd, thereupon went to. 


Newgate , where he found the ſaid Lloyd 
very melancholly ; when Mr. Tempeſt firſt 
came, Lloyd told him , that he did hope, 
as he was his Neighbour, he would be his 
Friend, and true to him ; to which the o- 
ther anſwered, that he would, if the ſaid 
Llozd was ingenuous in his Diſcovery ; 
whereupon the fad Lloyd (after often 
Prefiing rhe ſaid Mr. 7:mpeſ? to be true to 
tim) rold him, that- when he was firſt 
feiſed, he did confeſs to a Gentleman , 
who was altogether a ſtranger to him, 
the letting in ſome men into my Lord of 
Eſſex juſt before his death ; and this Con- 
feon did liz upon his Conſcience, and 
troubled him night and day ; upon which 
the ſaid Mr. 7:-»peſt replied, That the like 
he had confeiſed ro ſeveral the fame day 
he was taken ; and he declared the ſame 
before a Juſtice of Peac2 ; but if it was 
"falſe, h2 ought to retraCt it, and be forry 
for having faid it; whereupon the fiid 
 Lhyd renewing his Requeſt, that the ſaid 
ME. Tempeſt would be true to him, ſaid, it 
was indeed very tru2, but it was what he 
jhould not have confeſſed. 


I.hoyd did then farther declare , © That 
© upon rhe letting in thoſe Men, there 
« was ſo great a buftle in my Lord's 
_ © Chamber , that the. faid Z/oza4 would 
© have forced 10 aftex them , bur the 


« Warder had made faſt the outward 
* door, ſo that he could not ;- and that 
* upon the buſtle he did hear ſomewhat 
* thrown down like the fall of a Man, 
* which he did ſuppoſe was my Lord's 
* Body; and ſoon after, it was cry'd out 
*thar my Lord of Efezx had cut his 
* Throat. This 1s the ſubſtance of whar 
Mr. Tempeſ# hath depoſed before the 
Lords. 


By this it appears more than probable, 
not only that my Lord was murthered, 
but that there was ſome villanons Oarh 
of Secrecy entred into by thoſe concern'd 
therein, not to diſcover what they knew 
with relation thereunto ; for what other 
as likely reaſon can be aſſigned for Lloyd's 
being troubled in Conſcience (as he pre- 
tended) for having confeſſed what at the 
ſzme time under repeated injunCtions of 
ſecrecy, he confirmed to be true, though 
he ſaid he ſhould not have confeſſed it ? 

But to put this matter beyond all 
doubt, that ſome men were buſtling 
with his Lordſhip juſt before his pretend- 
ed Self-murther diſcover'd, evidently ap- 
pears by this Information following. 


Martha Baſcomb declareth, and before 
the Lords in ſubſtance hath depos'd , 
** Thar a little. before the death of rhe 
* late Earl of Eſex was diſcovered, this 
* Informant was walking up before the 
** Earl's Chamber-window , and hearing 
* a very great trampling and buſtle in my 
** Lord's Chamber, this Informant ſtood 
** ſtill, and looking to the Window 
* of the faid Chamber, ſaw three or four 
** Heads move cloſe together, and heard 
* one in the Chamber (which ſeemed to 
** be one 1n this buſtle) cry out very loud, 
* and very dolefully, Murther, murther, 
* murther ; this Informant not then know- 
* ing it to be my Lord's Lodging, nor 
* thinking any other of this Cry, than 
* what might be occaſtoned by ſome ac- 
* cxdental quarrel, walked up towards 
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«the Chappel , but not out of ſight of 
«* the Lodgings, and about a quarter of 
* an hour after (or leſs) it was firſt cryed 
« out in the Honſe, that the Earl of Z/cx 
* had cut his Throat; upon which this 
© Informant went down to the Houſe, 
* and being ſhewed the Chamber where 
* the Ear) Jay, ſhe found that was the 
© Chamber where ſhe ſaw the men, and 
« heard the buſtle, and Murther cried 
*« out, as before related. This Informant 
further ſaith , © That ſome few days af- 
* ter this, telling Mr. Perkins and his 
« Wife (whom ſhe then kept in her ly- 
« ing in) of what ſhe had ſeen and heard, 
< 2s before declared ; the faid Mr. Perkins 
«© adviſed her not to ſpeak of it, for her 
* divulging it, in all probability would 
'* prove her rune. 


Mr. Perkins hath upon Oath confirmed 


the latter part of Martha Baſcomb's Infor- 
mation, which clearly proves this nor a 
newly-invented Story. 

I think this proof is little leſs than oc- 
cular Evidence of the Murther ; for my 
Lord was a cloſe Priſoner, to whom ( as 
was pretended, and {worn by ſuch as 
| kept the Chamber-door) none was ad- 

mitted that Morning ; but his Lordſhip 
cut his Throat 1n all filence ; whereas it 
is here depoſed, that ſeveral were buſtling 
together in my Lord's Chamber before 


his death (and this part agrees with the 


Confeſſion of the Sentinel who ler in the 
Ruſhns) and one in this buſtle ( which 
can be prefimed to be no other than my 
Lord ) cry 'd out ſeveral times very loud, 
and very dolefully, Mrrther , Murther , 
Murther. 

And as a farther Confirmation of theſe 
Men being (and by whom) fznt to mur- 
ther my Lord, E!izzabeth Gladwin and Sa- 
rah Hughes declare, (and before the Lords 
in ſubſtance have depoſed ) ** "That the 
* day of the death of the late Earl of E/- 
* ſex, (viz.) the 13th of Fuly, 1683. about 
* Eleven of the Clock the ſame day, one 


* Ruddle, in the hearing of theſe Infot- 
* mants, did declare, 'That he was in the 
" Tdwer that morning, where it was re- 
'* ported that the Earl of Eſſex had cut his 
* Throat, but he was ſure he was mur- 
* thered, and that by the Order of his 
" ROYAL HIGHNESS; for the ſaid 
"© Ruddle then declared, That he did obſerve 
* His Majeſty and Royal Highneſs part a 
* little from thoſe that attended them,and 
** diſcourſed ( to the beſt of theſe Infor- 
* mants remembrance) ; The ſaid Rrddle 
* declared it was in French, concerning 
* the Priſoners then in the Tower, and his 
** HIGHNESS declared, That of all the 


.** Priſoners then there , the Earl of Efex 


** ought to be taken off; but His M-jeſty 
* ſaid he was reſolved to ſpare him for 
** what his Father had ſuffered ; uv; on 
** which his HIGHNESS ſeemed very 
* diflatisfied ; and a little before the death 
* of the ſaid Earl, his HIGHNESS parted 


* a little way from His Majeſty, and then 


*two men were ſent into the Earl's 
"* Lodgings to murther him. — So far 


before their Lordſhips. 


The ſaid Ruddle declared this with great 
earneſtneſs and paſſhon, and proteſted he 
thought no man ſafe who was againſt | 
the Popiſh Intereſt, if once they began 
thus bare-faced to cut Throats. And he 
proteſted his blood did ſo boil aginſt his 
Royal Highneſs, that if he could have 
got a Party that would have ſtood by him, 
he would have fhor his Highneſs dead 
upon the ſpot, for ſo bare-fac'd a mur- 
ther had before ſcarce ever been commit- 
ted under a Civil Government. 


Johu Bampton and his Wife both de- 
clare, and in ſubſtance before the Loxds 
have depoſed, ** That about one of the 


** Clock, the very day the late Earl of E/- 


** ſex died in the Tower, one Robert Meak 
" that mon—_ ( a Soldier in the Tower )

[TI doexpett it will be objeQed, That theſe 
four are but hearſay Evidence. To which 
I ſhall anſwer almoſt in the very words 
of a late Niſcourſe on this Subje&t, (v:z.) 
Sceing there is reaſon to believe that the fti- 
fling the firſt murther occaſimed the' addution 
of theſe two Soldiers blood (as you will hereaf- 
ter have ſome grounds to uppoſe) I think ſuch 
Informations ought not to be ſlighted ; for af- 

er that rate it's but taking off juch as knew 
any thing with relation to a murther, and you 
are very ſecare from any diſcovery , though 


_ never fo many uf0u Oath give an account of 


what thoſe men ( whoſe mouths have been by 
murther flopt from giving their own rela- 
tion) have declarcd in the mattor. Tuele 


two Soldiers related the ſame as to the. 


ſending the Men into my Lord's Lodg- 
ings in two Houſes as tar diſtant as Dukeſ- 
place and Baldwin's-Gard-n:; and I am ve- 
rily perſuaded that neither Hughes nor 
Gladwin ever ſpoke to Bampron and his 
Wife in their lives, for neither two re- 
member to have ſeen or heard of the other 
Informants. And who could imagine that 
two Soldiers ſhould declare with ſuch 
concern and earneſtneſs that which was ſo 


very dangerous to be {poken, if their love- 


to truth, and hatred of ſuch a treacherous 
and bloody Murther had not even forced 
it from them, to the hazard of almoſt 
their lives by ſuch their Relation ? 

"Tis true, no man ought to ſuffer bare-

ſtimony hath been uſed to corroborate

what elſe may be ſworn , and of it ſelf 
may (1n ſome caſcs) be enough to give 
larisfa&tion in the general. of the truth of 
a matter ,' and no farther is it here us'd :

Capital Letters. How muck ſooner 
ought the Evidence of Bampron and his 
Wife (as to what Meake declared), and of 
Hughes and Gladwin, as to Ruddle's Ac- 
count, be particularly remarked , ſeeing 
Meake and Rudale we cannot now pro- 
duce in Court, ( as that Author was), 
they (eſpecially the firſt) being ſuppoſed 
to be murdered by way of prevention, 
by that bloody Party that murdered my

F do expe& that will be objeCted to 
this, which heretofore hath been, ( wv. ) 
That it cannot be thought the late Duke 
of ork (admit he was {o bad as to give 
Order for ſuch a Fatt) would be ſo im- 
politick as to ſend theR1ffans, ſo that any 
People might ſee their Miſſion, and their 
Return. But T defire ſuch wouid confi- 


der this Murther in all ics Circumſtances, 


and then tell me, Whether thoſe bloody 
Varlets had - not all the reaſon in the 
world to have all the Szcurity could be 
expeCted or deſired? You wel} know, 


that my Lord of Eſſex was deſervedly ve- 


Popular ; and therefore a Parliament 
that ſhould have had the leaſt Informa- 
tion of this treacherous and bloody Mur- 
ther, would have proſecuted the matter 
with all the diligence and vigour fuch a 
piece of barbarity deſerved. Now , 
ſhould they, in ſuch their Inquiſitions, 
have deteCted thoſe treacherous Villains, 
theſe bloody Men without a full diſ- 
 Covery muſt have expefted no Mer- 
cy ; and {ſhould the Duke have em- 
ploy'd them in his Cloſet only , and 
they could not by any Circumſtance 
have given fatisfaftion that they were 
his hired Journey-men in this piece of 
oreat Service, their Evidence againſt him 
had not been the tenth part fo credible 
as it would have been, could they have 


proved that they were ſcent by His High-

But it ſeems Major Hewley's Principles 
were ever averſe to thoſe brave True 
Engliſh Champions that oppoſed the late 
Court-Arbitrary-deſigns, and could af- 
ford thoſe Honourable Lords, and Truly- 
worthy Knights and Gentlemen, no ber- 
terTitles thanRogucs. This appears by what 
he declared the very day that a great 
number-of Honourable Lords (amongſt 
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which ) this unfortunate Lord , I hear, 


was one) and Worthy Knights , Gentle- 
men and Citizens, dined together at 
Mile-end-Grcen ; for ſome time that afrer- 
noon Hawley told Mr. Bunch, then a War- 
der, That above Two hundred Rogues 
thar day dined together ar M:le-end-Green ; 
but he did wiſh that he had Forty of the 
biggeſt of them there in the Tower, that 
they might be made ſhorter by the Head; 
for till then the Land would never be at 
quiet. This in ſubſtance is depoſed by

I have ſome grounds to believe, that 
not a few in the Tower, thar morning my 
Lord was murdered, could diſcover ſe-

JeIl'd treacherous Cruelty ; for I have 
been informed by fome, who that very 
morning my Lord was murdered wer?2

lj Not long after 
my Lord's Death, I was likewiſe inform- 
&d of the Name of one who declared 


he ſaw the Ruffians juſt as they came out 


of my Lord's Lodgings, and did obſerve 
ſome Blood upon the Cloaths of one of 
them : But having been obliged in a hur- 
_ Ty often to convey away my Papers, this 
NameT have loſt. Ido wiſh I could find 
men as free, as their Nuty obliges them 
in this matter, to declare what they 
knew. 

T have reaſon to ſuppole many men 
would be then examined ; and wholſo- 
ever there is that can diſcover any thing 
material with relation to this Murther, 
and in ſilence ſtifles it, by ſuch his ſilence 
he conſents to the Blood of my Lord: 
and though our Law may not reach his 
Offence, yet he who knows 1t, will one 
day lay it to his Charge; for if God re- 
- Quires that all Governments ſhould make 
diligent Inquiſition for Blood, 1n defe& 
whereof he will require the Blood of the 
Slain at the hands of ſuch Magiſtrates 
on whom this negle& is chargeable; then 
on thoſe more eſpecially will the greateſt 
guilt lie, who refuſe or negleCt to give 
Information to thoſe ordained for ſuch 
Inquiſition. 

But, to return : 

Bomeny and Ruſſel, you find , have be- 
fore depoſed, That there was a Razor de- 


livered to my Lord , wherewith to pare 


his Nails; which his Lordſhip having 
done, he retired into his Cloſet, and there 
cut his Throat. The Cloſet-door being 
opened, Bomeny and Ruſſe! have declared 
they ſaw the Body there lie in its Blood, 
and the Razor lying by him. 

This is, in ſhort, the ſubſtance 6f theſe 
Mens Relations, whoſe Intereſt it is to 
prove the Self-murther. That this Story 
1s falſe in every part, I doubt not but to 


*——— 


convince every unprejudic'd perſon, and 
hope to fatisfie all who are not blinded 
with prejudice, 


Firſt, That his Lordſhip did not pare 
his Nails that morning hs died, as all 
theſe have ſworn or declared ; nor was 
there any Razor delivered to my Lord 
for that purpoſe that morning he died. 


_ Secondly, That his Lordſhip's Body was 


not locked into the Cloſer, when firſt 
found. 


Thirdly, That there was no Razor ly- 
ing by the Body when theſe three firſt ſaw 
the Body ; but the Razor laid there after 
my Lord was murdered, to colour the 
pretended Self-murther. * 

That my Lord's Nails were not par'd, 
John Kittlebeater hath depoſed , That he 
being one of the Coroner's Jury, did ve- 
ry narrowly obſerve my Lord's Nails on 
his Fingers and Feet, and could not diſ- 
cern either of them par'd or ſcrap'd. 


I ſhall now prove Bomeny's Relation to 
be falſe, by what Ruſſe! ſwore; and 
Ruſſel's Depoſition forged by what Monday 
declared the very day, and ſome time af- 
ter my Lord was murdered ; and Mon- 
day's Account in every material part a 
fiction, by the Depoſitions of the two 
former : In order to which, I ſhall give 
you Bomeny's firſt Information, taken in 
the Coroner's own hand, which is as fol- 
loweth: 


T*? E Information of Paul Bome- 
ny ſaith, That the Earl of Ef- 
ſex on the 11th inſtant did ſpeak to 
this Informant to bring him a Penknife 
to pare his Nails ; but this Informant 
could not then get one. The Earl of 
Effex called to him again on Friday the 
13th inſtant, about Eight of the Clock 

| in 
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in the forenoon, did again ſpeak to this 
Informant to bring him a Penknife to 


pare his Nails : But this Deponent. 


telling him that he had not one, his 
Lord commanded him to bring him a 
Razor, which be did accordingly 5 and 
then his Lordſhip walked up and 
down the Room, ſcraping his Nails 
with it and this Informant then left 
him 3 and coming about half an hour 
afterwards uÞ into the Bed-Chamber, 
found bis Cliſet-door faſt 3 whereup- 
on this Informant knocked at the door, 
and called, My Lord, My Lord ; but 
be not anſwering, puſhed the door a 
little open, where he did ſee his Lord 
lying all at length on the ground in his 
Blood, with the Razor near him on the 


ground. And further depoſeth, That 


* Tower, to diſcourſe Nathaae! Monday 
* concerning the Death of the ſaid Earl ; 
"and when they came to the Tower, meet- 
ing with the ſaid AManday, he gave them 
« this Account : That as ſoon as the Gren- 
* trleman-Gaoler had. opened my [Lord's

* my Lord's Chamber, and tarried there,

And alſo, That on 
Thurſday night laſt was very merry 
at Supper, and did not ſeem to be 
diſcontented the next morning, 


This Information 15 werbatim - as the 
Coroner took it from Bomeny's own 
mouth : But the Coroner -proceeding to 
ask further Queſtions , Bomeny began ex- 
tremely to heſitate, and thereupon deſi- 
red he might write his own Information ; 
which being:granted , he retired from the 
Coroner and Jury into the next Room ; 
. Where having - been ſome conſiderable 
time , he brought the Information firſt 
mentioned , according as At is there ob- 
ſerved to be in the Original. 


James Whitechurch declareth, (and 1n 
ſubſtance before the Lords hath depoſed), 
* Thavthe very day the Earl of Eſzx died, 


* hewent with one George Jones to the 


* he tarried with my Lord in his Cham- 
* ber two hours or better that very mor- 
"ning ; and that whilſt he was with my 
* Lord in his Chamber, he did obſerve 
* his Lordſhip pared his Nails with the 
* Heel of a Razor. This Informant fur- 
* ther faith, That the ſaid Monday did fur- 
* ther declare, Before he. left his Lord- 
* ſhip, and went down Stairs to ſtand 
*'below, he called up Ryfe!, his fellow- 
* Warder , to ſtand in his Chamber ; 
*and as he went down Stairs, he lighted 
* his Pipe, and fare at the Stairs-foor ; 
but before he had half ſmoaked his Pipe, 
he heard it cried above ſtairs, That my 
Lord had cut his Throat ; whereupon he 
the ſaid Monday ran up ſtairs, and puſh- 
ed the Cloſet-door open , and there 
found my Lord dead. This Informant 
further faith , That the faid Monday did 
further declare, That when he came up 
ſtairs, he asked Mr. Bomeny and Ruf{?!, 
Where they were whilſt my Lord was 
*1n _ Cloſet ? The faid Bomeny anſwer- 
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"ed, He was fitting upon the Bed in my 
* Lord's Chamber; and the ſaid Ruſſel

* * upon he the ſaid Menday (as the ſaid 
* Monday declared ) checked the ſaid Ruſ-

Richard Jordan dechreth , © That on 
*the day Mr. Braddon was tried, in Hilla- 
' 13z-Term, 1683. (upon the account of 
* the late Earl of Efcx) this Intormant 
* heard Nathanael Monday de=clare, That 
"the very moraing the late Earl of Eſex 
*dicd, as ſoon as the Gentleman-Gaoler 
* opened the Chamber-door, which was 
*abour Seven of the Clock, the ſaid 
* Monday ſtood as Warder above-ſtairs up- 
* on the ſaid Earl; and at the firſt open- 
* ing the door, did obſerve the ſaid Earl 
*to have a Razor in his hand, paring or 
* ſcraping his Nails with it ; and this the 
* ſaid Monday declared. he ſaw. a long time 
© before Ryſſel food Warder above {tairs 
* upon theſaid Earl. 

By theſe two Informations , you may 
perceive what Monday declared ; My Lord 
had this Razor in his hand about Seven a 
Clock in the morning , long before Ruſlel 
came up ſtairs to ſland Warder upon my 
Lord ; and that my Lord pared his Nails with 
the Heel of the Raxor. 


- By the way, I cannot but here take 
notice of what Monday would have in- 
finuared, ( viz. ) That the Government 
was jealous my Lord would deſtroy him- 
felf ; for otherwiſe, how ſhould there be 
Orders giyen not to ſuffer his Loxdſbip

more 'eafily to induce people to believe 
that my Lord did indeed cut his own 
Throat : but Monday will not now pre- 
tend ſuch Orders were given him. And 
obſerve how inconſiſtent Monday's Relati- 


on is! for he pretended that they had 
 Oxders not to ſuffer his Lordſhip to have 


Ufe, &c? This was ſaid, the 


a Penknife or Razor, &*. and yet at the 
ſame time confeſſed he left this Razor 
with his Lordſhip. 

Ruſſel the Warder hath before depoſed, 
and now declares, That this Razor he 


ſaw Bomeny deliver to my Lord, whilſt © 


he ſtood Warder at my Lord's Cham- 


 ber-door, after Monday was gone down

but he then withdraws to write his own 
Information, which point-blank contra- 
ditts this is Oath in that particular ; for 
he is then examined, and anſwereth as 
followeth : 


Jury. Do you remember the very time 
that you delivered the Razor to my 
Lord ? 

Bomeny. Yes. — 

Fury. When did youdeliver this Razor 
to my Lord ? Oe 

Fomeny. About eight of the Clock on 
Thurſday morning, being the day before 


my Lord's Death. 


Thus, as you obſerve, he ſwears in the 
Information himſelf writ, and brought to

Leſs than a quarter of an hour 
before we found my Lord dead. I 
ſtood Warder at my:Lord's door ; and 
T heard his Lordſhip 'ask for his Pen- 
knife to pare his Nails; and Bomeny faid, 
It was not brought ; upon which my Lord 
required a Razor, ſaying, It would do 
as well ; and I ſaw Bomeny give my

a Clock. 

Fury. Who firſt ſtood as Warder at my 

Lord's Chamber-door, or 1n my Lord's 
Chamber, yeſterday morning before my 
Lord died ; was 1t You or Monday * 
Ruſſel. Monday, upon my Lord's Cham- 
ber-door bcing opened, firſt ſtood at the 
door; and after he had been there as 
long as we ule to ſtand, he called me up, 
and then went down and ftood at the 
Stairs-foot, at the Houſe-door, where I 
did before ſtand. 

Jury. Then this Razor you ſaw delive- 
red to my Lord after Monday went down 


| Stairs, and whilſt you ſtood as Warger at 


my Lord's door ? | 

Ruſſel. Tt is very true ; for T am ſure I 
ſtood by Bomeny when he delivered 
the Razor, and ſaw it delivered to my 
Lord. 

Jury. What diſtance of time do you 
fay there might be, from the time this Ra- 


zor was delivered, to the time of my 


Lord's Death ? 


Jury. Mr. Monday, did you ſee my Lord 


have any Razor in his hand yeſterday mor-. 


ning before his death ? 

Monday. Yes, I did. 

Jury. What time was it, when you 
ſaw my Lord have the Razor 1a ls 
hand ? 


Monday. About Seven of the Clock, 
as ſoon as the Gentleman-Gaoler had 


opened my Lord's Chamber-door ; for F 
firſt ſtood Warder above Stairs ; and 


as ſoon as the door was opened, I ſaw 
my Lord have the Razor in his hand, 


and obſerved him to pare bis Natls _ 


with it. 


Jury. Was this before Ruje/ came up _ 
to my Lord's Chamber-door , to ſtud 


Warder there ? 
Monaay. Yes, almoſt two hours. 


This 1s according to:their own Infor- 


mations and Relations. Now, can you 
believe that this Razor was delivered by 


Bomeny at Eight of the Clock on Friday | ; 


morning, according to his firſt Oath ; 
and yet not delivered till Eight of the 
Clock on Thurſday morning , according 
to Bomeny's ſecond Oath? And can you 


alſo believe that the Razor was not deli- 
vered till abour Nine of the Clock on 
Friday morning , according to Rrvſſel's 
Information ; and at the ſame time give - 


credit to Monday, who declared, My Lord 
had the Razor by Seven of the Clock, 
two hours before Ruſſe] came up to ſtand 
Warder at my Lord's Chamber-door ?

believe Bomeny as Ruſſel, and Monday de-

At my Tryal, Bomeny being asked who 
did firſt open the Door, upon' Oath age'* 
ſwered, he knew not who opened” the 
Door. 

Jury. Mr. Ruſſel, Did you find the Clo- 
ſet-door lock'd upon my Lord's Body ? 

Ruſſel. Yes. 

Jury. Who fuſt opened the Cloſet 
door ? 

Ruſſel, When Bomeny ſaw my Lord's 
Body through the Chink, he cried our, 
my Lord was fallen down ſick ; where- 
upon I went to the Cloſet-door, and 
opened it, the Key being on the outſide. 

Here R#ſſe/ makes no difficulty in open- 
ing the Door; but obſerve Monday's An- 
ſwer. | 

Ruſſel withdraws, and Monday is called. 

Fury. Mr. Monday , Where were you 
when my Lord was firſt found dead ? 

Monday. ] was ſtanding at the foot of 
the Stairs, and hearing a great noiſe of 


my Lord's Death, I ran up Stairs, and 


found Bomeny and Ryſſe! endeavouring to 
open the Door ; but the Body being ſo 
cloſe and ſtrong againſt the Door, neither 
could.

Jury. Who then opened the Door ? 

Monday. 1 being -much ſtronger than 
either of theſe two , put my Shoulder a- 
gainſt the Door, and puſhing with all my 
might, I broke it open.

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Upon the whole matter you find, firſt, 


Bemeny opened the Door before he called - 


either cf the Warders , according to Bo- 
meny's firſt Information taken (as before) 
by the Coroner ; and ſecondly , Thar he 
did not open the Door, for Ruſſe! opened 
it, according to Bomeny's ſecond Informa- 
tion ( which himſelf writ) and Rufeſs 
Depofitions : And thirdly, That neither 
Bomeny nor Ruſſel could open the Door, 
becauſe the Body lay fo cloſe againſt ir, 
and ſo Monday broke it open : This ac- 
cording to Monday's account of the mat- 
Ter. | 

Theſe Contradi&ions before obſerved 
of themſelves, are ( asI do humbly con- 
ceive) ſufficient to convince the man not 
byas'd, that this Unfortunite Lord was 
 treacherouſly murthered ; for our Law 
ſuppoſes every man deſtroy d by violent 
means, to be murther d by others, unleſs 
the contrary appears to the Coroner, and 


his Jury ; now thoſe which in this caſe 


come to teſtify the contrary, are ſo noto- 


riouſly ſelEdeſtruCtive in their Evidence 
by their groſs Contradiftions, that all 
theſe three appear treacherouſly falſe , 
and therefore theſe mens Evidence thus 
contradiftory, cannot prove the Selt- 
murther, bur rather demonſtrate the con- 
trary ; for theſe three being. the only 
Men, who by their Stations near my Lord 
at the time of his Death, could then be 
ſuppoſed capable of giving any account 
how my Lord came by his death ; ( for 
 Bomeny attended upon my Lord in his 

Chamber ; and Monday and Ruſſel, the two 
Warders which alternately kept my 
Lord's Chamber-door , for when Monday 
kept my Lord's Chamber-door , Ruſſel 
ſtood at the Stairs-foot-door , and this by 
rurns) ; and ſeeing theſe mens Relations, 


for the Reaſons before obſerved , are no-. 


toriouſly falſe , there was a Truth which 


theſe Perfidious Men thought neither con- 


venient or ſafe to declare, which would 
- have detefted the true manner of my 
Lord's Death, and in what paxts theſe 
Thee ſogd related thereynto, 


I would fain ask the Coroner, and his 
Jury, What Inquiſition they would have 
brought in upon my Lord's Body, in caſe 
Bomeny, Monday and Ruſſel ſhould have de- 
clared they would not diſcover what 
they knew with relation to my Lord's 
Death ? I am apt to have ſuch a Cha- 
ritable Opinion of the Diſcretion and In- 
tegrity of theſe Gentlemen, as to believe 
they would have been ſo far from finding 
my Lord £./o de ſe, that they would have 
found him murthered by others , and 
theſe three concern'd therein : for by 
their reſpeCtive Stations at the time of 


my Lord's Death , they could not be ig- 


norant of the true manner thereof ; and 

by their refuſals to diſcover their know- 
ledge therein, they ( tacitly) would have 

confeſſed their guilt, either as Aﬀors in 

that Cruel Tragedy,or privy and conſent- 
ing to it. Now as ſuch their firſt poſitive 

refuſal would have rendered: them guilty 
before the Coroner, and his Jury; fo their 

falſe and contraditory Account makes 
ſome of *em more Criminal, by ſo great 
an addition to their firſt Offence. For 
in the firſt , by their ſilence they would 
have endeavour'd to conceal the Mur- 
ther, and their Guilt therein; So 
here by their many falſe Relations 
(which have ſo plainly appear'd, for Con- - 
traditions cannot be true) have they de- 


ſigned to attain the ſame end. 


And for my own part, (zdmitting what 
15 {worn againſt them to be true) I think 
theſe Three are worſe Criminals than. 
thoſe Rufhans who curmy Lord's Throar. 
For fome of the latter were not ſo intru- 
ſted with my Lord's Body, as properly to 
be termed treacherous, neither have the 
appear'd by falſities to conceal their Guilt 
by perfidiouſly transferring the ſame on 
him whom their own Hands have de. 
ſtroyed; But two.of the three former (y:z.) 
Ruſſel and Bomeny, if what is ſworn againſt - 
them be true, have ſuperadded the great- 
eſt Treachery and. falfity ro CY | 
Exe» 
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therefore ſtand guilty of a complicated 
Villany, by which they have, as much as 
in them lay, murtherd his Lordſhip's 


Honour, and ftain'd his Family with 


ſuch guilt, as nothing but the diſcovery 
of Truth, and a juſt recrumination of 
thoſe Treacherous Men can wipe off. 


But as a farther Argument of the Cloſer- 


 door's not being locked upon my Lord's 


Body ; it appears, That when Bomeny , 


* Monday and Ruſſel pretended my Lord was 


lying in that poſture wherein they firſt 


| found him, hs Lordſhip s Legs were part 


out of the Cloſet-door, as you lee in the 
Figure at the beginning of this Book ; this 
15 declared by Ml. Turner and Sam. Peck, 
who before the Lords have in ſubſtance de- 
poſed, © That theſe two Informants were 
© Servants to the late Earl of Eſſex at the 
© time of his death , and brought ſome 
© Proviſions into the Tower juſt upon the 
* firſt diſcovery of my Lord's Death, of 
* which as ſoon as they heard, they ran 
* up Stairs, and found my Lord s Legs 
* lying upon the Threſhold of the Clolct- 
* door, and a print of a bloody Foot up- 
* on my Lord's Stockins. This proves 
not only that the Cloſet-door could not 
be locked (as was ſworn and declared by 
Bomeny and Ruſſ/) but likewiſe that ſome- 
body had been with the Body in the Clo- 


{er, or otherwiſe how came the print of 


a bloody Foot upon my Lord s Stockins, 


25 theſe ſwear to have obſerved? * 


In the third and Jaſt place, I ſhall dif- 
prove that part of theſe Mens Relations 
which ſaith, That the Razor was locked into 
my Lord's Cloſet when his Loraſhip was fir [t 
by them ſeen dcad. Thoſe Three have all 
depoſed, or often declared, * That the 
* Razor was found by my Lord's Body 
© Jocked into the Cloſet; and all "Three 
* denied that there was any bloody Razor 
* thrown out of my Lord's Chamber- 
* window juſt before my Lord's Death 
© was firſt diſcovered to thoſe out of rhe 


* Houſe. 


W:l:zm Edwards, aged about Fighteen 
vears, and Jane Loadman , aged about 
Eightzen years, have both before the 
Lords in ſubſtance depoſ:d, © That a lits 
* tle before my Lord's Death was diſco- 
* vered, they ſaw a bloody Razor thrown 
* out of my Lord's Chamber-window , 
* and that juſt after there came a Maid in a 
* White-hood our of Captain Hawley $ 
* Houſe ; which Maid, William Edwards 
hath depoſed, © took up the Razor, and 
' run with it into Major Hawley's Houſe, 
* and up Stairs, crying out Murther ; and 
* Immediately hereupon was ir firſt ſaid, 
* that the Earl of Eſſex cut his Throat. 


Thomas Edwards, Father to the ſaid Wik 
lizm Edwards , Sarah Edwards, Ann Eq 
wards, and El:zabeth Edwards ,- Siſters to 
William Edwards ( in ſubſtance before the 
Lords) have depoſed, * That the very 
* morning of my Lord's Death , when 
*7. Edwards came home, he did give this 


/* Informarion (in ſubſtance) to theieInfors 


* mants. 


Mliam Edwards did farther depoſe to 


this effe&t ; * That the very morning 


* Mr. Speke and I were try'd, going into 
* W:[tminſter Hall to be an Evidencear that 
* Trial, he met with Major Hawley, who 
* in a threatning manner told him, That 
' if he might have the management of 


*© him, the ſaid William Edwards ſhould be 


* whipr once a Fortnight for ſeven years 
* together ; which Threat of the ſaid 
* Major Hawley did fo terrify this Infor- 
* manr, (he being then about Thirteen 
* years of Age) that he was afraid ro 
* ſpeak the Truth at that Trial , leſt he 
* ſhould ſeverely ſuffer for ſo doing. 


Mrs. Smith , Aunt to Jane Loadwman : 
and Mr. Glxsbrook , did de- 

poſe, * That this Relation Bradzon's 

* Fane Loaaman gave as Trnal, 
* ſoon as ſhe came from pag. 43. 
* the Tower that' morning. - | 
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Mrs. Gibbons hath before the Lords (in 
ſubſtance ) depoſed the ſame. 

Here are two Children (aged then a- 
bout Thirteen years) altogether ſtran- 
. gers to each other, and whoſe Relations 


were as much ſtrangers to one another, 


that gave the ſame Relation, exaCtly a- . 


oreeing in ſeveral Circumſtances, and 
this Story by them was told when there 
could not poſſibly be any uſe made of it 
to prove my Lord's being murthered. 
For here are Seven or Eight Witneſles 
have (for both Parties) depoſed, that this 


| Story was related by theſe two about Ten. 


of the Clock the very day my Lord died, 
when it could not poſſibly be known 
what would be ſworn before the Coro- 
ner's Jury the then next day. Now the 
only uſe made of it, is to contradiCt the 
Depoſitions of thoſe which before the Co- 
roner would have proved the Self-mur- 
ther. Which Depolitions (as before ob- 
ſerved) were not taken till the Saturday 
(which was the day after theſe two Chil- 
dren had given this Relation) and not 
publiſhed before. the then next Monday 
morning. Nay, theſe two Children were 
firſt ſo far from uſing it as an argument 
of my Lord's being murthered, that both 
of them ( to their reſpe&ive Relations ) 
when checked for ſaying that my Lord 
cut his own Throat; in their Childiſhneſs 
and innocent Simplicity, urged thus as an 
Argument of my Lord's Self-murther ; 


they ſaw him throw the Razor out of the 
Window. But theſe two Children were 
not the only Perſons that ſaw this Razor 
thrown. out ; for ſeveral others that very 
morning my Lord died, declared, That 
the bloody Razor was thrown out of my 
Lord's Chamber-window before myLord's 
Death was known, and that a little Boy 
- did endeayour.to take up this Razor, but 
was prevented by the Maid, who took it 
up, and ran with it into the Houſe, and 
up Stairs, immediately whereupon .my 


Lord's Death was diſcover d. Thus Re-

Jation Robert Meake , before mentioned 
did give, the very day of my Lord s 
Death, to Bampron and his Wife (as they 
have depoſed before the Lords). The

my Lord died, to H»ghs and Gladwin, as 
they have teſtified before rhe Lords. This 
Relation of theſ:zT'wo you find agrees 2x- 
attly with what W:il:am Edwards declared. 
And that the throwing out this blood y 
Razor was commonly reported in the 


Tower juſt after my Lord's Death was 


known, appears by the Teſtimony of 
ſeveral Perſons; for John Salbury hath de- 
poſed , © That being ſent as one of my 
* Lord Ryfſe!'s Gnard to the Old-Bayly, as 
* they were returning to the Tower thar 
* morning, one met them in great haſte, 
*and declared he juſt then came from the 
* Tower, and that the Earl of Eſex had cur 
* his Throat in the Tower, and thrown the 
* Razor out of the Window ; upon which 
* one reply'd to this effe&t, That my Lord 
had a good Reſolution, firſt, to cut his 
Throat, and after to throw the Razor out 
of the Window. He farther teſtificth , 
* That when he came into the Tower, he 
* heard ir declared by ſeveral, that the 
* bloody Razor was thrown out of my 


©Lord's Chamber-window before his _ 


* Death was known. Grimes and Boſtick 
both, likewiſe in the Tower that very 
morning, have depoſed , © That the 
* throwing out of this bloody Razor was 
* talked of by ſeveral then in the Tower 
* upon the firſt diſcovery of my Lord's 
* Death, ſome then and there declaring, 
* That they ſaw this bloody Razor ſa *' 
But if theſe many Teſti- 
monies will not ſatisfy, I ſhall next give 
you the Confeſſion of him who declared 


he threw it out, and of the Sentinel! who 


ſtood by my Lord's Lodging-door, and 
confeſled he faw it thrown our. = 
Mr. Samuel Story did farther depoſe, 
* That the very day Major Webſter was ta- 
* ken up, to wit, the 21ſhof January, 
7” GO 1688.

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1688. as ſuſpeCed to be concern'd in my 
Lord's Murther ; The ſaid Webſter being 
then charged as concern'd in my Lord's 


Murther, declared, * He did nothing but 


"throw the Razor ort of my Lord's 
' Chamber-window. Teing asked what 
made khjm throw the Razor out ? he 
ſaid he was undcr fuch a conſterna- 
tion, that he knew not what he did. Up- 
on this Confeſſion of Major Webſter , 


| Lhyd confirm'd the ſime, ſaying, * That

*zor was thrown out; for it was thrown 
* ont jvſt over his head, and a little Boy 
* did endeavour to take it up, but the 
* Maid came out of the Houſe, and took 
* it up, and run immediately in with it, 
* and then diſcover'd my Lord's Death : 
That this Maid did carry up the Razor, 
and then diſcover my Lord's Death, far- 
ther appears by the Teſtimony of John 
Nuthill, who depoſerh, © Thar juſt before 
* my Lord's Death was known, he was 
* leaning over the Pales before Major 
* Hawley's Houſe , and asked my Lord's 
* Sentinel how his Lordſhip did? To which 
* the ſaid Sentinel anſwered, Very well : 
* And this Deponent did then obſerve a 
* Maid run into the Houſe 1n great haſt, 
* and up Stairs (when a Warder and ano- 
* ther were coming down my Lord's 
* Stairs, but declared nothing of my 
* Lord's Death , as this Deponent could 
© hear, who ſtood about ſix footfrom them) 
© bur ſhe immediately came down, and 
* cried, my Lord had cur his Throat. And 
* this Informant did obſerve the ſaid Maid 
* to have a Razor in her hand, either as ſhe

This 
I do humbly conceive to be ſufficient to 
convince any bur Prejudiceit ſelf, that the 
Razor was ſeen thrown our, and conſe- 
quently that it could not be locked into 
the Cloſet with the Body, as Bomeny and 
Ruſſel have depoſed, or often declared. - 
Whereas Bomeny ſwore before the Coroner, 
That peeping through a Chink of the Clo- 
ſer-door,he ſaw theRazor;this appears to be 
impoſſible, conſidering the Poſition of the 
Razor,and the Circumſtances of the Chink. 
For the Razor they all declare Jay in 
the upper part of the Cloſet by the Cloſe.

within three foor of the place where the 
Razor was ſaid ro lie; this was about a 
year ſince demonſtrated to the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lord Lucas, now Governor of 
the Tower, and to ſeveral Gentlemen more. 
The Maid, who is ſuppoſed to have ta- 
ken up the Razor, denies it, and in her 
defence ſaith to this effe& ; * Thar ſhe 
* went out of her Maſter's Houſe almoſt 
© half an hour before my Lord's Death 
© was known, and returned not until 
* my Lord's Death was publick, and ſe- 
© veral People in the Houſe to ſee m 
© Lord : For ſhe tels this Story, © That 
* about half an hour before my Lord's 
© Death was diſcover'd, my Lord's Foot- 
© man came to her, and told her, the 
*Warder would not open the Wicket to 
'*Jet in my Lord's Proviſions that were 
*brought, and therefore begged her to 
©950 to her Maſter ( Mr. Hawley the Gen-

© She did accordingly go to her Maſter, 
* who thereupon order'd the Waredr to let 
* in my Lord's Proviſions;and as they (viz.) 
* my Lord's Foorman, Will. Turner, and one 


* Sam.Peck, and a Porter,were bringing the | 


*Proviſions,a Sentinel told rhem they were 
* come too late; upon which this Maid, de- 
* Clares ſhe was ſurprized,and asked Wil:am 
* Turncy what ſhould be the meaning ofthat 
* Expreſſion, You are come too late ; for 
© ſhe did not underſtand it : wherero Turner 

© anſwered, Thar he did ſuppoſe the Szn- 

© tinel believed thoſe Provitions to be my 

*Lord Rufſe/'s, who being gone to his 
* Trial, this Soldier might think he would 
* never rerurn again to the Tower , and fo 

* the Proviſions were brought roo late. 
© This (ſhe declares) ſhe then believed ; 

* but as ſoon as they came 1m ſight of her 
* Maſter's Houſe, they admired to fee ſo 
gfeat a Crowd abour rhe Door, but were 
* ſoon too well ſatisfied in the occaſion, 


* for it was juſt before diſcovered that my 


* Lord of Efex had cur his Throat. 


Bur this 15-2 forged Lye troutinng ; 
for William Turner, Samne! Ptck, und rhe 
Porter, do al! three declare, That rhe 
Maid was not with them whitft rey 
were bringing in the Proviſions, neitier 
did the Warder that kept the Cate 11 the 
leaſt fcruple the letting in my Lor?', 
Proviſions; this they all fay, they are re2- 
dy to depoſe. 

All men, I find, are to ſeek of the 
reaſon that ſhould move theſe Mzn to 
throw the bloody Razor out of the Cham- 
ber-window before my Lord's Death was 
diſcovered. Bur if we conſider the amaze- 
ment that might narurally ſeize- thele 
men upon the leaſt diſturbance in this 
Deed of Darkneſs, we muſt nor expect 
that what is done under a ſudden Confu- 
ſion, ſhould be according to the deepeſt 
Policy. And you find that M#/ter did 
confeſs, That when he threw. the Razor 
out, he was under ſuch a confuſion, that 
he knew not what he did. This Diſor- 
der might be occaſioned by ſome ones 
coming up Stairs, who was nat then pri- 
vy to the Murther , before they had Jaid 
all things aſide , as they deſigned they 
ſhould be found by ſuch as were nor im- 
mediately concern'd in it ; and }W:bſter 
having the bloody Razor in his hand, 
which was defigned to be laid by the Bo- 
dy, as the pretended Inſtrument of the 
feign'd Self-murther ; upon the coming 
up of one, of whom he was not aware, 
he under a ſurprizing fear of a diſcovery, 
threw the Razor our of the Window, and 
the Maid was afterwards ſent for it, and 
then was it laid by the Body as rhe pre- 
tended Inſtrument of D-ath. For this I 
have ſome reaſon, which I think not fit 
now to publiſh. | 

Th.t Major Wibfter was one of the 
Rufhins, and conſequently might be the 
Man who threw this bloody Razor our of- 
my Lord's Chamber-window (as himſelf 
confeſicd, farrher appears probable by his 
producing ( that day my Lord was mur- 
tizered ) the Earl's Pockert-handkerchiet

ked it, ſaying, there was the blood of a 
Traytor ; and the very next morning a 
Purl': of Gold of 49 Guineas, and a Piſto], 
which, rejoycing, he produced to fome of 
his Neighbours, and immediately after 
my Lord's Dearh lived at a rate much a- 
beye his Quality (being a poor Alehouſe- 
k--pcr, and Under-bailift of the Tower 


Liberty) and (as T have been credibly in- 


formed ) in ſome few months after my 
Lord's Death , loſt at Gaiming ſeveral 
hundreds of Pounds, which made thoſe 


that had w.l] known his Poverty, con- 


clade he robb2:4d ; bur ill got, ill ſpent ; 
for his Extravagancy and Lofles ſoon re- 
duced him to his former neceſlity ; 
whereupon onz upbraiding his Wife " 
his Whore as hz now calls her, for he 
ſaith he never married her, and therefore 
thouch ſhe 15 living, he keeps, or hath 
married another.) I ſay; upbraiding his 
Wife with her Husband's Poverty, ſhe 
rzphed, Thar her Husband not long be- 
fore, had five hundred Guineas ; where- 
upon the other declared he could not 
come by them honeſtly, for his Trade 
would ſcarce find him Bread. In Ale- 
houſe- keeping he run very deep 1n the 
Brew-r's debt ; but juſt after my Lord's 
Murther, he paid his Brewer Thurty 
Guineas in part, which made the Brewer 
wonder how he came by ſo much Gold. 
Bur not diſcharging the whole Debr, and 
beginning to contra&t new,the Brewer ſu- 
ed him, and at laſt in Execution ſeifed his 
Goods ; whereupon M.jor Hawley ( for 
what reaſon is nat unſuſpeted) was a 
daily Solicitor to the Brewer for this 


Wetter, and at laſt offered a conſiderable 


Sum 1n diſcharge of the Debt. 
This Webſter very much abuſing his 
Wife (or Whore) ſhe told him, © That he 


* was a Fool as well as a Rogue, to abuſe 


© her ſo, when he knew it was within her 


* power to hang him, and one in the Tower, 
© and naming (as I have been informed) 
* Major Hawley for the Man in the Tower. 


A great part of this is depoſed, and the 


whole ready to be proved. — But farther, 
to diſprove my Lord's cutting his Throat 
in the Cloſet : Le; 
Had my Lord cut his Throat ſtanding 
in the Cloſet, that part of the Wall as 
high as his Throat would have been alt 
bloody ; for the Cloſet being about three 
Foot and two Inches wide, it could not 
be otherwiſe; for the Blood out of ſo 
Jarge an Orifice might have guſhed five 
Foot. Or, if my Lord had cur his 
Throat kneeling , the blood in the Walt 
would theri have been as high as his 
Throat might have been in that poſture. 
But there was no blood a foot higher than 
the Floar, therefore he could not cut his 
Throat either ſtanding or kneeling. Net- 
ther can it be ſuppoſed to be done lying 
along, for then the Wound beginning at 
the left fide, ( and his Lordſhip being 
Right-handed) and ending at the Right, 
the Razor would have lain on the right, 
whereas the Razor lay on the lefi-ſide 
of the Body. But leſt the Circumſtances 
of the Body, as firſt pretended to be 
tound,might prove a deteQion of this Vil- 
lany, care was taken that before the Co- 
roner's Jury ſaw the Body, the Body 
{ſhould be ſtript, and the Cloathes carried 
away, and the Room and Cloſet waſhed, 
ſo that the Body might appear as naked 
of its firſt Circumſtances, as it was of its 
Cloathes. This particular was ſo noto- 
riouſly irregular , or rather criminal in 
ſome degree, that all men know the Law 
requires the contrary. For by the firſt 
Poſture of the Body , with the Circum- 
ſtances of the Cloathes, &c. great light 
may be given to the true manner of 
his Death. Burt that in this Caſe was not 
to be diſcover'd, and therefore ſuch Pra- 
Ctices were neceſſary. My Lord's Cloathes 
were not only carried way , but when 
demanded by the Jury, as what might 
be ſerviceable mn their Inquiſition, the Co- 
roner was upon this Queſtion immediate- 
ly called into the next Room, and re- 
turning, told the Jury , 1* was the Boay, 
and not the Cloathes, they were to. [it upon ; 
the 
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the Body was there, and that was ſufficient. 
It is an unhappineſs the Coroner hath 
forgot (as he ſwears) who thoſe were 
which were in the next Room, whillt the 
Jury far, and to whom, whilſt they ſat, 
he did ſeveral times go; but had the Ju- 
ry ſeen the Cloathes upon the Body in 
its firſt Poſture, theſe would of themſelves 
have convinced them , that my Lord of 
_ Eſſex was murthered ; for how could there 
be a print of a bloody Foot upon my 
Lord, and yet none ( as they pretended ) 
had been in the Cloſer with him ? Or 
| how could his Lordfhip with ſuch an In- 
ſtrument as the Razor, cut twice through 
the neck of his Cravat ? For Alice Carter 


and Mary Johnſen, who (together with 


Major Webſter ) ſtript the Body, have de- 
Clared, as hath been depoſed, the neck of 
my Lord's Cravat was cut in three pieces. 
The Circumſtances. of the pretended In- 
ſtrument of Death, gives ſtrong ſuſpicion 
of the Murther ; for the pretended In- 
_ Ntrument of the Self-murther,was a French 
Razor about four Inches and a quarter in 
its Blade, and had no Spull or Tongue at 
the end, as you may perceive by the Fi- 
gure thereof in the Cut. Wherefore this 
Razor m its uſe muſt be held by the very 
Blade, and not lefs than two Inches of 
that could well ſuffice to be held in his 
hard for that ſtrength and ſteadineſs the 


cutting twice through the Cravat, and 


afterwards ſo deep in the Neck, required. 
And then the Wound, it made at once, 


would not have been above two Inches 


and a quarter deep, no more of the Blade 
being outſide theHand,whichlength could 
not at once poſſibly make a Wound above 
three Inches in depth; I do ſuppoſe none do 
| believe his Lordſhip cut twice to effett it. 
The largeneſs of the Wound at firſt, 
did make very ingenious Phyſicians and 
Surgeons ſay ,that they ſuppoſed it impoſſi- 
| blefor any man to cut his Throat,accord- 
ing as the two Surgeons upon my Lord's 
Body depoſed,the Wound being ſuch,both 
Tugulars and Arteries quite divided, and 


Right hand(wiz.)* one 


cut to the very Vertebres of the Neck : 
now in cutting the firſt Jugular Artery, 
there would immediatly have iſſued ſuch a 
quantity of blood and ſpirits,as would have 
{oon incapacitated him from dividing the 
ſecond ; and though as Ingenious an Ana- 
tomiſt as moſt in England, before their 
Lordſhips would not fay that he thought 
It impoſſible his Lordſhip ſhould ſo cur 
his Throat ; yet he did confeſs, that he 
never ſaw or heard of any before, who 
cut through both Jugulars and Arteries 
to the Neck-bone, as my Lord's was cut. 
This Gentleman for ſome years having 
been Phyſician to Bealam, he may be ſup- 
poſed to have as many Inſtances of Self- 
violences as any Phyſician in England ; 
and of all men, none do it with that 
good-will and vigor as the Deſtrafted 
do, and therefore ſhould make the deepeſt” 
and largeſt Wounds But I think F need not 
infiſt in this Caſe upon ſuch Arguments, 
conſidering what 1s before ſaid to be 
proved. Now to proceed with the Jury. 
Theſe Gentlemen . had they not been 
hurried into their Inquiſition (as you 
will hereafter find rhey were) by the Bo- 
dy as it was left naked, upon a ſtrit view 
might well have been ſatisfied his Lordſhip 
fell not a Self-ſacrifice; for it's proved there

holding the Razor. No, theſe were pre-- 
vious to that direful Curt; and the effeRs: 
of his ſtrugling with thoſe bloody Men; 

| When 
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v. hen he ſo often cried out, Murther,- 


murther , murther ; as he then uſed his 
Tongne to diſcover, ſo did he likewiſe 


"js Hinds to prevear that treacherous 


Wound he percerred deſigned for his 
Deſtrudtion ; and 1n rihus ſtriving to put 
off the Inſtrument of Death, did his 
Right hand receive theſe ſeveral Wounds. 
Mr. Fjher, one of the Coroner's Jury 
hath depoſed to rhis effe&; © That he 
* asked Bymeny, whether his Lord was not 
* eſteemed a good man, for ſuch he had 
*-heard him repreſented ? Bomeny anſwer- 
*ed, AS good a man as lived. Upon 
* which Fſter ſaid, Then it was very 
*ſtrange ſo good a man ſhould be guilty 
of ſo bad an Attion, for nothing could 


= be worſe than Self-murther ; whereupon 


* Major Hawley told Fiſher, Whoever 
* thoughr that AQtion unhke his Lord- 
* thip, did not know my Lord of Efex ; 


* for every one that was but well ac- 
© quainred with the Earl, knew it was his 


*Lordſhip's fixed Principle, That any 
* man might cut his own Throat, or 
* otherwiſe deſtroy himſelf, tro avoid a 


_ © diſhonourable and infimous Death, and 


* therefore this was ike my Lord of Eſſ-x's 
* avowed Principle. Fiſher believing this 
to be true, was the more eaſily inchn'd 


| fo believe that his Lordſhip had followed 


fuch his own fixed Principles. But when 
Major Hawley was queſtioned for this Sug- 
geſtion to the Jury, he poſitively deny'd 
it, and for anſwer faith, that he was not 
nigh the Victualling-houſe in the Tower all 


| the time the Jury was there-conſidering of 


their Inquitition : And as for the Princt- 
pie, he could not fay it, for he never 


heard ir ſaid ro be my Lord's Principle, 


2H] ther Lordſhips charged him with ha- 
ving ſuggeſted it. I know it is commonly 


*  difcourſed about Town , that ſuch was 


his Lordſhip's Principles ; and this was 
irduſtriouſly ſpread immediately upon 
my.Lord's Death; but obſerve, Major Haw- 
ley was the man that ſuggeſted this to the 


Jury, char they myghr the more eaſily be- 


Jieve the Self-mnrther. And the Mz3- 
jor's now denial of this Suggeſtion, or 
that he ever heard it ſaid to be my Lord's 
Principle, when the matrer_ 1s poſitively 
{worn againſt him (I think ) naturally 
argues that this was a falſe, forg'd, and 
malicioufly invented Story by that bloody 
Party that murthered my Lord, and Haw- 
ley the man by them pitch'd upon as the 
moſt proper Perſon to corrupt the Jury 
(the then proper legal Judges of the man- 
ner of my Lord's Death ) with this trea- 
cherous and villanoufly contriv'd Sug- 
geſtion; ſo that the Jury might the more 
eaſtly be inclin'd to believe my Lord's 
Selt-murther upon Evidence as incon- 
ſiſtent as falſe. And the Major's dil- 
owning that he was near the Jury at the 
Victualting-houſe whilſt they were up- 
on their Enquiry, implies his being 
conſcious that he was there for a very 
11] purpoſe, and therefore thought it not 
ſafe to own his being with them; bur 
he was too officioully there, not to be 
remembred ; for when ſome of the Ju- 
ry moved for Adjourning their Inquiſt 
rion, 1n order to the giving notice to my 
Lord's Family ; ſo thar ifany thing could 
be proved on my Lord's behalf, ir mighr 
be by them heard: Hawley immediately 
enters a Caveat, and prevents it ; for he 


tells the Jury, That they could not Ad- 


journ , but muſt immediately diſpirch 
their Enquiry ; for His Majeſty-was then 
in Council, and had fent for their Inqui- 
ſition , and would not riſe till it was 
brought him. This further ſuggeſtion 
cauſed the Jyry to make more haſte than 
good ſpeed ; and fo, without that time 
which was convenient , ended their In- 
quiſfition. But Major Hawley demies this 
Itkewiſe, and proteſts, He was not nigh 
the Jury at the place, or did at all thus 
haften them. Bur this 15 poſitively ſworn 
againſt him by ſome of the Jury ; and 
many of the Jury declare they remem- 
ber the Major with them ar the Victual- 
ling-houſe. The indiſcretion un th Co- 
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roner and his Jury, I cannot but ob- 
ſerve, which was, their ſuffering Bomeny 
and Ruſſe! to come together , and hear 
each other's Examination ; and, which 
was more fooltſh, to permit Boreny , 
when he began to hfirate 1n his Exa- 
mination, ( whych alone gave reaſonable 
grounds of ſuſpicion that he was telling 
a Lye; for Truth would have readily 
occurr'd; but Lies were firſt to be jn- 
vented, before they could be given in 
Evidence), to write his own Examina- 
tion ; and not only ſo, but in the Room 
next the Jury , where his Tutors were 
ready to inſtrutt him: and yer, after all, 
this forged Depoſition needed further 
Amendments at Mhitehall, ( as you will 
immediately hear) ; for as it was ſworn, 
it was nor thought fit to be expoſed. All 
men muft agree, That the Circumſtan- 
ces 1 which Bomeny and Ruſſel ſtood re- 
kred to my Lord at the time of his 
Death, render'd them highly to be ſuf- 
p=Ced as privy to my Lord's Death, if 
not ating in , in caſe my Lord did 
not deſtroy himſelf : For , could Ruſſel 
keep my Lord's Chamber-door ( as him- 
{c]f upon Oath confefles ) and be igno- 
rant of what violence was offercd to tus 
Lordſhip within the Chamber , ( the 
Room not being fourteen Foor ſquare ) ? 
Or could Bomeny be waiting on his Lord 


.1n the very Chamber, and a ſtranger to 


the true manner of his Death ? Wherefore, 
in common Diſcretion and Juſtice, theſe 
Two (and Monday, the other Warder, who 
firſt that morning kept the Chamber- 
door, with the Centinel that kept the 
outward Door ) ſhou!d upon the firſt 
Diſcovery have been ſeized, and ſepara- 
ted , and kept apart, and examined a- 
part , ſo that neither might have been 
privy to the others Examination, by whuch 
the 'T ruth would have been ſoon deteCQ- 
ed ; for had my Lord deſtroyed himſelf, 
all their Depoſttions would have ſo har- 
moniz'd ( though ſeparately and crofly 
examined ) that the Truth would the 


more p'ainly have appeared ; whereas on 
th2 other hand,in caſe his Lordſhip fell by 
Treachery, then ſuch Proceedings would: 
have immediately diſcovered it to the 
Jury ; for then rheſe Warders, and Scr- 
vants, and Centin?], not being able to. 
ſforetell what Qucſtions rhe Jury would 
ask them , conſequently cou!d not pre- 
viouſly agree upon their Anſwers. And 
ſhould their Examinations , upon this 
Management, have materially interf:r'd, 
and thwarted each other, (as it's natural 
to ſuppoſe they would; for though 
Truth be {till the fame, yet Lizs are al- 
molt infinite), theſe Depoſitions would 
have been ſo far from proving my Lord 
a Self-Murtherer , as they would have | 
plainly diſcovered the contrary, and theſe 
men guilty in a moſt perfidious and barba- 
TOUS CONNIVANCE. | 
For, admitting that theſe men, upon 
their croſs and ſeparate Examination , 
ſhould have anſwercd the Jury as it 1s 
before repreſented ( which is accordin 
to their own Oaths, or repeated Rela- 
tions), can it be ſuppoſed that any Coe 
roner and Jury could be fo void of com- 
mon Senſe and Honeſty, as to give cre= 
did to ſuch, and ſo many Contraditti- 
ons ? But, alas! ſuch fair Praftices were 
not to be expefed, where ſuch a foul 
Villany was to be concealed. And there- 
fore, inſtead of ſecuring apart the two 
Warders , Servant , and Centinel , poor 
William Turner and Samuel Peck (whoſe 
Depoſitions are before mentioned ) were 
to be locked up cloſe, ( with Bomeny for a - 
colour), as though theſe two Men were 
more to be ſuſpected than my Lord's 
two Keepers. And thus in Cuſtody 
were theſe two innocent Men kepr , 
whilſt the two Warders and Centinel, 
the more-to-be-ſuſpe&ed Criminals, were 
permitted to go at large. Burt this was 
contrary © to His then Majeſty's Com- 
mand : For as ſoon asKing Charles the 
Second ( then 1n the Tower ) had heard 
of my Lord's Death , he did immedi- 
ately 


ws fend the Lord 47:ngton, Sir C =—., 
and Thomas Howard, Eſq; to my Lord's 


Lodgings , with Orders, That ſuch as 


were attending upon my Lord at the 
time of his Death, ſhould be ſecured and 
examined , and all things to remain till 
the Coroner's Jury had ſeen the Body. 
In Obedience to which Command, Sir 
C coming into the Lodgings, be- 
gan to take ſome Examinations ; but 
was ſoon interrupted by on2, who told 
Sir C=——— , His Majefty did command 
him immediately to go to the O/a-Barley, 


_ and give notice to the then Attorney- 


General cf my Lord's Death , and to 
know what was to he done therein. 
Sir C -by the ſame Gentleman de- 
fired His Majeſty's leave to finiſh thoſe 
Examinations he was then upon; but 
the ſame Meſſenger came the ſecond time, 
with poſitive Orders ( as from His then 


_ Majeſty) for Sir C -'S immediate 


going in Obedience to this repeated 
Command. Sir C went : Bur 
Sir C remembers not who this 
Gentleman was, which thus twice came 
with Orders as from His then Maje- 
fty. Ir's agreat misfortune, Sir Co—— 


_ remembers not; for by the Meflenger 


(it's ſtrongly ſuſpe&ed) it would be ſoon 
found, His then Majeſty's Authority 
(in this Command) was uſed by lum who 
£00 often abuſed it. 

This great haſte to the Old-Bazley, 


{when - that Great Patriot, but unfortu- 


nate Lord Ruffe! was there Trying ) 
and the indire& uſe , by malicious Ap- 
plication of this pretended Self-Mur- 
ther to the taking off him, of whom 
we were no longer worthy. This 
gave to an Honourable perſon then up- 
on the Bench juſt grounds *to ſuſpett, 
that this Noble 'Earl was murdered 
without Form of Law, the more eaſily 
to deſtroy that great Lord under colour 
of Juſtice. | | 
The Coroner's Inquifition , and the 


 Depoſitions of Bomeny and Ruſſel being 
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carried in all haſte to White-hall in order 


to their immediate publication ; they 


were there peruſed, and it being found 
that Bomeny and Ryſſel had point-blank 
contraditted each other ; ( for the firſt, 
as before obſerv'd , had ſworn the delj- 
very of the Razor the day before my 
Lord's Death) and the ſecond, that it 
was not deliver'd till the day of his 
Death. Theſe Contradiftions were not 
thought convenient to be expoſed, leſt 
they ſhould give juſt ground of ſuſpicion 


that the whole was forged ; and therefore 


a Reconciler was ordered to amend the 
one, ſo it might be agreeable to the 
other, it matter'd not how inconſiſtent or 
contradiftory they were in the Original, 
for thoſe could be ſeen by none bur the 
Coroner himfelf, in whoſe cuſtody they 
were; and 'twas to be ſuppoſed, that the

di& what Authority had ordered, ſo to be 
printed ; and hereupon was that Altera- 
tion made; as was before obſerved, in Bg- 
meny's Taformation, page 3. but this done 
(as ſome years ſince obſerved by an Inge- 
nious Author upon thus occaſion) without 
the leaſt congruity either to Senſe or 
Grammar; for nothing can be more ap- 


parent; than that the foregoing part of 


the Information relates wholly to Thurſ- 
day : but at laſt, without any regard to 
what Bem:ny had before ſworn, on Friday 
the 13th Inſtant, is foiſted in, contrary 
to all Rules of Grammar, and common 
meaſures of Senſe as well as Juſtice, 
which juſtly eſteems this printed Infor- 
mation forged. Thns forged - Reconci- 
liation is done with the greateſt incon- 
gruity and abſurdneſs, as well as falſeneſs 
4imaginable ; and I know not whether 
the folly of the Suborner ( for withour 
doubt the Subarner and :Reconciler in 


this caſe are the ſame, or of the ſame 
ſtamp) or the Perjury of the ſuborned 


in that falſe Information be moſt con- 
ſpicuous. |

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The Soldiets that were in the Tower 
that morning my Lord was murther'd, 
having made ſuch Diſcoveries as ſatisfied 
them my Lord was treacherouſly taken 
off ; they uſed too great freedom in their 
diſcourſe with relation thereunto ; and 
therefore (as Robert Meake declared to two 
who have dipoſed it) * An Officer called 
* ſeveral of them together, and under ſe- 
* vere Threatning enjoin'd them not to 
* ſpeak one word of what they had either 
* ſeen or heard with relation to my Lord's 
" Death. Wherefore the ſaid Meake deſired 
* his Friends not to divulge what he had 
* told them ; for ſhould it be known, it 
* would prove his rune: but ſome ſhort 
time after, Meake declared (as three have 
depoſed, * That he did believe he ſhould 
* be privately murther'd for what he 
* knew, and had {aid with relation ro my 
© Lord's Murther , and therefore he deſi- 
* red Bawpton or Davidſon ( as they have 
© both ſworn) to keep him company that 
* very day, for he much fear'd he ſhould 
© that very day þe deſtroyed. But both 
* of them ( fearing the danger themſelves 
* might be in) refuſing, that very night 
* was the ſaid Mcake thrown into the 
* Tywer-aitch. As for Rudale before-men- 
tioned, all the Information I can have of 
what is become of him, 1s, Thatnot long 
after my Lord's Death he was drawn our 
of the Tower,and ſent to the Eaſt-Indies,and 
at Fort St. George ſhot to death, but for 
what reaſon I cannot learn. There was 
one Mr. Hawley, a Warder 1n the Tower 
that very morning my Lord was mur- 
ther'd, and by what he had obſerved wirh 
relation thereunto , he had reaſon to de- 
clare to a Friend, That it was a piece of 
Fillany throughout. This Mr. Hawley being 
in Weſtminſter-Hall whilſt I was upon my 
Trial, ſaid , ' He wonder'd what made me 

ir in it, when to his knowledge 1 knew 
nothing of the matter ; upon which one 
My. B. ſaid, Mr. Hawley, If you know 
My. Braddon knows nothing in this, what 


2ſt you know ? to which Mr, Hawley made 


20 reply. But this Gentleman's knowledge 
1n the matter coſt him too dear ; for about 
March next after my Lord's Death, being 
miſſing, one of the Warders, ſuſpeQted 
to be a Papilt, ſaid, Mr. Hawley had becn 
prating about the Ear{ of Eilex's Death, and 
therefore was forc'd tofly. Bur fix Weeks 
diſcover'd how he fled, for hz was then 
foundgn a River by Rocheſter ſo changed 
thu the barbariry he had met with, 
that neither his Face or Body cou!d be 
known by his near-ſ{t Relations; and his 
Cloathes' were all taken off except his * 
Stockins and Shoes, by which he was dif- 
covered to be the Min; for he wore 
three Stockins upcn one Leg, and two 
Stockins and a Scer-cloth upon the other, 
and (as I have been informed) the lining 


of the Toes of his Shows cut our. By 


theſe remarkable Circumſtances his Wife 
knew him. She had uſed all poſſible di- 
ligence for finding her Husband ; in or- 
der to which ſhe offer'd in ſeveral Ga- 
zetts an Hundred pound Reward to any 
that could diſcover his Body dead or 
ahve, bur it was ſix weeks before he was 
found. Several of the Soldiers in the 
Tower , that morning my Lord was mur- 
thered, I have been enquiring after, but 
have been told they were kill'd in the 
Weſt againſt the lat: Duke of Monmonth. 

But conſidering what fate befel aw- 
ley, Ruadle and Meake, before-mentioned, 
I have reaſon to ſuſp:& that other; may 
likewiſe have been murthered by way of 
prevention 

Beſides ſuch addition of blood , other 
violent Methods were uted to prevent a 
diſcovery, by puniſhing ſuch So'd'ers as 
ſcemed to disteiieve ( upon very good 
ground:) my Lord's Self-murther : This 
appears by thi Information following.

late Earl of Eſlex did cut his Throat ; where- 


upon the ſaid Solder ( pointing to the Cham- 


| ber in which the Earl had been Priſoner) ſaid, 


that is the Chamber in which it 15s ſaid the 
Earl of Eſſex cut his Throat. The Dottor 
then asked the Soldicr , what he did believe * 
to which the Soldier anſwered, That he did 
believe in Gol ; but being preſt by the ſaid 


Door to tell him, whe: her he did believe my 


Lord cut his Tiwoat ? The Soldier then replied, 
be would not {oy he did believe it ; for which 
only ſaying, the Puniſhment aforeſaid was in- 
fied. 


And the more effeQually to prevent 
any diſcourſe rhar might give the leaſt 
credit to my Lord's being murthered , 
our then Miſgovernment took all poſſible 
care to puniſh, or rather oppreſs ſuch as 
ſhould declare their belief thereof ; a- 
mongſt which one of the Coroner's Jury 
upon the Earl's Body, ſuffer'd under this 
Tyranny ; for this man, ſome time after 
my Lord's Death, diſcourſing concerning 
the Earl's Death, and the ſeveral Irregu- 


Larities which he obſerved prattiſed upon 


my Lord's Body before they ſaw it, and 
how they were not permitted to make 
that Inquiry which was neceffary ; ſaid: to 
this effeCt; © That he did believe they (v2. 
' the Coroner's Jury) were all infituated 
* to bring my Lord in Flo de ſe ; but he 
* did ſuppoſe, had they not been hurried 
* into their Inquiſition, they ſhould have 
* found it otherwiſe. For this Diſcourſe 
this honeſt poor man was proſecuted upon 
information,and fin'd(at firſt I have heard)

his Poverty prevail'd for a mitigation of 
his Fine; and his Age and great Infirmities 
of Body (together with the charitable In- 
terceſſion of a Gentleman of Intereſt in 
the then times) avoided the corporal pu- 
miſhment which he had otherwiſe under- 
gone. 

If ſuch praQtices as theſe were 
usd by our' then Court to prevent my 
Lord's but being ſuſpe&ed to be mur- 
the'd, it could not be ſuppos'd that any 
encouragement ſhould be given to a full 
dereCtion , and therefore all propoſals in 
order thereunto, were to be rejetted ; an 
Inſtance whereof was as followeth ,

with one Mr. Cadman, then living in 
Durham Exchange ; the Letter was dire-

By the Hand that writ it, and the Let- 
ter ſubſcribed, it was Paul Bomeny before- 
mentioned, (who did once blaſphemouſly

I do ſuppoſe it may be objefted, That 


_ this Letter cannor be thought to be writ 


and ſubſcribed by Z:meny ; for the Letter, 
had it been brovght in accuſation againſt 
him , and prov d to be his, would have 
coſt him his life,ſeeing herein he confeſs'd 
timſelf guilty of the Fatt. 

But, with ſubmiſſion, I think Bomeny 
by this Letr-r, could it have been proved 
to be his own writing, was 1n no danger 
at a!l of being puniſhed ; for had they 
ſeized Bomeny, they would have catched a 
Tarter ; ſhould they have proceeded a- 
gainſt him for this Murther, upon this 
Confeſſion, the World would have be- 
lieved the whole Contents of this Letter 
to be true; and conſequently that the 
Duke of York, and—— authorized (or 
rather commanded ) this moſt treache- 
rous Murther. And then pray conſider 
what that Government coll have got by 
ſuch proſecution, convittion and puniſh- 
menr. 

'This Letter was carried by Cadman to 
a Juſtice of Peace, and by him to the Se- 
cretary of State : but this Bookſeller was 
never ſent for, nor any enquiry made at- 
ter the Author. 

The backwardneſs of the then Govern- 


ment 1n not examining into the matter, 


gave juſt grounds of ſuſpicion they were 


too well farisfied in the Truth of the-

fligate a Fellow. To which it was an- 
{wered, That his Lordſhip had a very 
great kindneſs for Ho/land, becauſe he had 
been Servant to my Lord Spencer ( my 
Lord Sunderland's Son) ; but it ſeems 
ſomewhat elſe was in the matter; for it's 
depoſed by John Waytis, © That obſerving.

Hollmd writ a Letter to the Earl of 
Feverſham, wherein he repreſented me as

falfly called endeavours to ſuborn , I ſhall 
truly and faithfully (as it can be prov'd ) 
declare, and appeal to every impartial

Having ſome reaſon to believe Hol- 
lmd one of the Ruffians, I did uſe all 
means poſlible for his Apprehenſion ; but 
I found that Holland lay very private, and, 
as I had reaſon to believe, deſigned to fly 
beyond Seas, (as his own Letter before 


_. mentioned declared). Hereupon I ap- _ 


plied my-ſelf tro ſome of Holland's Ac- 
quaintance , and by them being brought

| forwhat hir'd to do this barbarous Mur- 
ther, her Husband ſhould have a gene- 


ral Pardon, and both Him and Her pro- 
vided for : But if her Husband was in- 
nocent, (notwithſtanding whatſoeyer was 
ſaid to the contrary) , and ſhould take 


upon him a Crime ( for any advantage. 
whatſoever) of which he was not guilty, 


he deſerv'd to be Hang'd here , and 


"Dimn'd hereafter, ſeeing by his Perjury 


he would make Juſtice an Inſtrument of 
executing the worſt of Murthers. 
But if he were indeed the Man, and 
fhould ſurrender himſelf, and diſcover

« Theſe were the Arguments with which 
I would have ſuborn'd (as that Letter calls 
it) Holland to a full Diſcovery : And I 
do appeal to all the World, Whether, ad- 
mitting this to be true, ( as it will be pro- 
ved when occaſion ſerves) I deſerve this 
viulanous Charge ? For the truth of this, 
I do appeal to the Conſciences of Mrs. 
H. Mr. P. and Mr. S. with whom I ſe- 
veral times treated in this Affair. 

I ſhall now mention one or two more 
ObjeQions againſt my Lord's being mur- 
der'd, and then draw to a Concluſion. 
The firſt is this, ( viz.) the Right 
Honourable the Lady Counteſs-Dow- 
ager of Eſex , having heretofore de- 
clared ( whether lately, I cannot fay ) 
That ſhe did believe her Lord cut his 
own Throat ; and being ſo poſſeſſed, 
ſome time after this Committee had ſe- 
veral times fate, ſhe deſired ſeveral Lords 
(amongſt which ſome were of this Right 
Honourable Committee) to meet at her 
Houſe ; and after her Honour had ac- 
quainted their Lordſhips with the occa- 
ſion of her requeſt, an eminent Divine 


_ (and now Biſhop) did inform their Lord- 


ſhips what were the Reaſons that moved 
her Honour to believe that her Lord did 
indeed lay violent hands on hinyſelf; the 
Chief, if not the Only whereof, was, That 
ſome ſhort time before my Lord's Commitment 
ro the Tower, his Lordſhip ſeemed to be un- 
der a great concern of mind ; but then des 
clared, That the trouble he was in did not

Fa&; and no man ( but ſuch as are eaſily 
impos'd upon, or are willing to impoſe 
upon others) will oppoſe to ſuch Evidences 
as naturally proves a Fatt,another's bare disbe- 
lief of the FaF.But before any unprejudic'd 
Perſon will be influenc'd ( by another's 
disbelief) againſt the proof of the Fa, 
he will know, and well weigh the 
grounds of that disbelief, and compare 
their ſtrength and natural efficacy with 
that Evidence that ſeems to prove the 
contrary ; and having judicially weigh'd 
both in an unprejudic'd ballance ,
